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Several Rescues At 

Nonantum Fire 

Firemen Assist Several Families At 
Two-Alarm Fire 


A fire which started in the cellar 
of the three story brick and frame 
structure at 138 Adams street. Nonan- 
him last Friday night endangered the 
lives of 10 persons and resulted in a 
number of rescues by Newton fire- 
men. The fire started in the cellar 
of the building in some wood plied 
near a furnace. Several men were 
bolding a political conference in Co- 
lumbus Building which adjoins the 
structure where the fire occurred. 
They noticed smoke issuing from the 
building at 10.20 and pulled an alarm 
from Box 24 at Hose 8 house nearby. 

The first floor of the building is oc- 
cupied by a market and barber shop 
and the two upper floors by An- 
tonio Magni and family and Giuseppe, 
Colletti. Members of these families, 
including small children were assist- 
ed from the building by Hoseman Nic- 
olas Bibbo and Frank Turner of Hose 
8 Chris Keating and Roland Marchand 
of Engine 4 and Arthur Pierce of En- 
gine 1. Some of those rescued had to 
be taken down ladders. Angelo An- 
icelli of 192 Adams street assisted Mr. 
Colletti to the street. A second alarm 
pulled at 10.30 attracted a large crowd 
to the scene. Considerable damage re- 
sulted from smoke and water although 
the fire was confined to the first floor. 


LOTON DREW JENNINGS 


Loton Drew Jennings, a prominent 
lawyer with offices at 15 Congress 
street, Boston, died after a short ill- 
ness on Wednesday. December 2. 1931. 
He was born at North Wayne, Maine, 
April 14. 1877, the son of Hiram N. 
and Emma Palmer Jennings. He en- 
tered the seminary at Kent’s Hill, 
Maine, graduating in the Class of 1895, 
and then entered Bowdoin College, 
from which he was graduated in 1899. 
While there he was a member of the 
Delta Upsilon Fraternity and for two 
years played center on the Varsity 
football team. After graduation he at- 
tended Harvard Law School, from 
which he received his degree in 1902. 
He then became a member of the 
Massachusetts Bar, and has since 
practiced law in Boston. For many 
years he was associated with the late 
Anson M. Lyman. On July 28, 1908, 
be married Maud Stearns, of Auburn, 
Maine, who, with a son, Loton Drew 
Jennings, survives him. 

Services will be held at his late 
residence, 71 Hancock avenue. New- 
ton Centre, at 1": 30 o’clock Saturday. 
December 5th. The honorary pallbear- 
ers will be A. Leslie Harwood. Jr., 
Walter S. Came. Dr. William E. Pre- 
ble, Willard P. Libby, Chester C. 
Butts, Arthur T. Haven, Henry T. 
Brine and Rogers Dow. Interment will 
be in Wayne, Maine.

On next Tuesday, on December 8th, 
the city election in Newton will he 
held. Mayor Weeks will have no op- 
ponent. The anticipated fight for the 
office of School Committee member 
from Ward (5 will not occur because of 
the withdrawal of Mr. Lockett. Only 
a small percentage of the voters will 
go to tlie polls. This apathy on the 
part of the voters of this city is proof 
tliut they do not realize to what ex- 
tent their interests are affected by 
the power vested in the Newton Board 
of Aldermen and the actions of this 
governing body. The tax rate of the 
city, changes in zoning, permits for 
gasoline filling stations, street im- 
provements. the condition of tlie wa- 
ter supply, new schools and their lo- 
cations — these are hut a few of the 
tilings vitally affecting the people of 
Newton that are determined to a great 
degree by tlie Aldermen. 

There are 14 Aldermen to he elect- 
ed on Tuesday. December 8: Seven 
Aldernien-at-Large and seven Ward 
Aldermen. Some of the present Al- 
dermen who are candidates for re- 
election have no opposition. Included 
among these fortunate men are Al- 
derman Howlett in Ward 1, Aldermen 
Gordon and Smith in Ward 4, Alder- 
man Pratt in Ward 6, Aldermen Haw- 
kins and Murray in Ward 7. Mem- 
bers of tlie present Board of Alder- 
men who have opponents are Alder- 
man Grebenstein in Ward 2. Alderman 
Bowen in Ward 3. Aldermen Chandler 
and Temperley in Ward 5. Alderman 
Holden in Ward 6. There are con- 
tests in Wards 1. 2 and 3 for tlie posi- 
tions to be vacated in these Wards 
by Ward Aldermen Powers. Woodcock 
and Prior. 

In Ward 1 the candidates for Ward 
Aldermen are William A. Sproat of 14 
Thornton street. Newton, and Harold 
A. Murray of 181 Pearl street, Newton. 
Mr. Sproat has been actively interest- 
ed in tlie affairs of Ward 1 for many 
years. He lias be,:-.. uoXJiated for 
many years with the Walworth Manu- 
facturing Company of Boston. Mr. 
Murray lias not heretofore, manifest- 
ed any activity in public affairs. He 
has been an accountant by occupation. 

In Ward 2 George W. Grebenstein 
of 36 Lowell avenue. Newtonville. who 
is tlie present Alderman-at-Large has 
two opponents — Reuben Kligman of 
456 Watertown street, Newtonville. 
and Frank L. Wilcox of 464 Albe- 
marle road. Newtonville. Kligman ran 
against Grebenstein two years ago 
and was defeated by the latter after 
a campaign which resulted in Kligman 
being haled into court by his oppo- 
nent for libel. The charge was 
dropped when Kligman apologized. 
Mr. Grebenstein is a manufacturer 
of automobile tools. Mr. Kligman is 
a clothing salesman. Mr. Wilcox is 
manager of the Curtis & Pope Lum- 
ber Company yard at Newtonville. He 
has been prominently identified with 
patriotic and fraternal organizations 
in this city.

Mr. Farrell is a sales- 
man for the Woburn Hart Oil Com- 
pany: Mr. Kelly is a photographer for 
Bachrach Inc.: Mr. Ramm is a cloth- 
ing salesman in Boston. 

In Ward 5 John Temperley of Thurs- 
ton road. Newton Upper Falls, who 
has served the past 4 years as one 
of tlie Aldermen-at-Large from the 
Ward is being opposed by James W. 
Gibson of 422 Chestnut street. Waban. 
Willard L. McKenzie of 8 Richardson 
road. Newton Upper Falls, is also a 
candidate. Mr. Temperley is in the 
printing business at Newton Centre 
and has been in close touch with pub- 
lic affairs of this.Hty for over 40 
years. Mr. Gibson, who is in the 
real estate business at Newton Cen- 
tre is attempting to break, tlie cus- 
tom which lias prevailed for the past 
34 years since tlie city lias been op- 
erating under its present charter 
whereby each Ward lias 3 aldermen. 
During tills long period each of the 
three villages in Ward 5. Newton Up- 
per Falls. Newton Highlands, and Wu- 
han has had one of the three alder- 
men each year. Wuhan lias usually 
been represented by the Ward Al- 
derman and is at present in the per- 
son of Janies R. Chandler of Ridge 
road, whose re-election is virtually re- 
assured. If Mr. Gibson were elected. 
Waban will have two aldermen and 
the Upper Falls none.

Mr. Murphy is an electrician. 

In Ward 6 Sydney B. Holden of 38 
Hrueiatid avenue, who is a candidate 
for re-election as Ward Alderman is 
opposed by Anthony Oliver of 1324 
Centre street. Newton Centre. The 
latter is a newcomer to Newton Cen- 
tre and an ambitious youth. He an 
nounced his intention to seek an al- 
dermanic office before lie became elig- 
ible to vote in this city. 


GREBENSTEIN DENIES RUMOR 

Alderman George W. Grebenstein, 
who is a candidate for reelection, is 
being accused of opposition to a move 
to have the City of Newton take out 
automobile liability insurance to pro- 
tect its employees in case of accidents 
in which automobiles they are driv- 
ing may he involved. Mr. Grebenstein 
asserts that he is not opposed to the 
city taking out such insurance. 

Last year as a result of a number of 
claims having been presented against 
the City because of accidents in which 
city owned automobiles were involved, 
Alderman Powers at a meeting of tlie 
Board remarked, after a claim against 
the City had been given leave to with- 
draw. “Inasmuch as tlie City is not 
liable for any damage which may be 
caused by automobiles owned by it. 
drivers of City owned automobiles 
should exercise unusual care.” Al- 
derman Grebenstein coincided with 
this view of Powers. Tlie newspaper 
in an adjoining city in referring to 
their remarks gave the impression 
that they had accused City emoloyees 
of being responsible for accidents. As 
a result of this misinformation the 
two aldermen were severely criticized 
at the next meeting of the City Em- 
ployees’ Local.

A petition is being circulated by 
parents of children attending the so- 
called junior high school at the Big- 
elow School building on Park street, 
Newton. While designated as a jun- 
ior high school this educational unit 
provides facilities for only the 7th 
and 8th grades. Children of the 9th 
grade in the Bigelow district must go 
to the Newton High School at New- 
tonville as the converted grammar 
school building at Newton Corner has 
insufficient facilities to provide com- 
plete junior high accommodations. 
Last year a wing was built onto the 
school building to provide a gymna- 
sium. When this wing was to be con- 
structed it was stated that its erec- 
tion would make the Bigelow School 
a real junior high; but such a result 
lias not been achieved. 

Contrasted with the excellent facili- 
ties provided at the Day and Warren 
junior high schools in Newtonville 
and West Newton, and by the Weeks 
junior high school at Newton Centre, 
which cost well over $750,000, the al- 
leged junior high school at Newton 
Corner is hut an apology. The peti- 
tion which is addressed to the Board 
of Aldermen and the School Commit- 
tee reads as follows: 

We. the undersigned, residents of 
Wards 1 and 7 of the City of Newton, 
respectfully petition the School Com- 
mittee and the Board of Aldermen to 
take at once such measures as will 
make the Bigelow School in Ward 7 
conform to the standards of the New- 
ton school system as a complete Jun- 
ior High School, for operation as such 
by September, 1932. 


NEWTON POLICEMAN SHOOTS 
SELF 


Patrolman Frederick J. Reagan of 
the Newton police was seriously 
wounded Tuesday night when a bul- 
let from a .38 calibre service revolver 
entered the left side of his chest and 
passed through his body until it nearly 
emerged from his back. Reagan was 
at his home, 119 Norwood avenue. 
Newtonville, and was cleaning his re- 
volver when the weapon discharged. 
His wife summoned Dr. Anton Fried 
and Reagan was rushed to the New- 
ton Hospital in the police ambulance. 
He is resting comfortably and will 
recover.

| Members of the Newton Rotary 
club were given an interesting and 
detailed word-picture of conditions 
in Manchuria at the regular meeting 
of the local service organization at 
rhe Woodland Golf Club on Mon- 
day. The guest speaker. Prof. Lucian 
C. C. Porter of the University of 
Teintsin. China, and exchange pro- 
fessor at Harvard University, from 
his opening remarks to his conclud- 
ing appeal kept the entire attention 
of his audience with his description 
of the series of conflicts leading to 
present conditions. 

With the aid of a map his remarks 
regarding the location of the various 
railroads, cities and scenes of con- 
flict were clearly illustrated. Many 
did not realize that Manchuria is a 
region of about 360,000 square miles 
which would include a portion of the 
United States equal to the states 
hounded on the north by the Cana- 
dian border, on the south by the Ohio 
river and the southern boundary of 
the state of Pennsylvania and east of 
the Mississippi river from Wisconsin 
to the Atlantic ocean and including 
all of New England. Manchuria is 
rich in resources with the valleys of 
the two largest rivers providing much 
fertile soil for agriculture and the 
mountain regions offering much in 
the way of forests and minerals. The 
production of whale oil is another 
large industry in this region. In 
China many of the young men have 
gone north into Manchuria and at 
the present time more than thirty 
million Chinese are residing in Man- 
churia and have had much to do with 
its development. The railroads have 
been built largely with foreign capi- 
tal with Russia putting the first line 
through before the end of the 19th 
century and before the Russo-Japan- 
ese war under an agreement with 
China. The Russian desire to con- 
trol this region politically was 
smashed when Japan was victorious 
in the war between the two coun- 
tries. After the war the branch rail- 
road which connected Port Arthur, 
the southernmost Korean port, with 
Mukden and other large cities of the 
interior was ceded to Japan. In 1915 
China entered into an agreement with 
Japan whereby the Japanese were to 
be given the option on all foreign 
loans sought for the construction of 
railroads. Some of these railroads 
have not been paid for and in some 
cases even the interest on the loan

Joe Reagan, Somerville captain, is 
named captain of our all-Newton-aiul- 
opponent eleven. Teaming with Plum- 
mer, who played end on offence and 
centre on defence this pair ruined the 
Newton attack time after time and 
were the biggest factors in the Som- 
erville line which enabled the Dick- 
erman outfit to beat Newton. Chester- 
field’s ball-carrying ability nnd speed 
wins him a place In the Imck-fleld. It 
was his touchdown that tumbled New- 
ton. Had Newton tied Somerville that 
afternoon it would have ended in a 
tie for the Suburban league title and 
had Newton won from Somerville the 
bunting would now be resting in the 
Newton trophy case. 

Carl Stein nnd Ray Moss of Everett 
were also outstanding in Everett’s 7 
to 6 victory over Newton. Stein made 
many of the tackles while Moss, not 
only backed up his line in fine style 
while playing a six man defence, but 
scored the touchdown which with Ga- 
gliardi’s placekick gave Everett its 
tying and winning points. It will be 
remembered that Newton received the 
opening kickoff and immediately 
tossed a pass deep in its own territory 
on first down. It was a so-called 
“trick” play and went for a fair gain 
but like all such plays can be used 
with safety but once In a game. When 
Newton received the kickoff at the 
opening of the second half Moss sized 
the situation up and was prepared for 
anything. When Newton unfortunate- 
ly tried the same trick play ho just 
raced in to intercept the pnss and 
was off for the touchdown. It was 
one of the most noticeable pieces of 
quick thinking on the field of play 
that we witnessed all season. This 
gives four of the seven places in the 
line to the only two teams which de- 
feated Newton, the two tackle berths 
an end and the centre. For the other 
end Martowski of Waltham stood out 
despite the one-sided Newton vic- 
tory. He spoiled many a play for New- 
ton and on the offence cleared the 
path for his teammates often. His 
handling of a forward-lateral pass as 
the middle man was clean and enabled 
Blekait is to get away for goodly gains. 
The two guard berths go to Frank Vas- 
salotti of Newton and Burgess of 
Rindge. The former played his steady 
reliable game which brought him all- 
scholastic honors last year while the 
latter was the hardest man for New- 
ton to get out of the way in its 6 
to 0 league win over Rindge. 

Our backfield Warren Huston of 
Newton, Billy Chesterfield of Somer- 
ville, Oliver LaRonde of Cambridge 
Latin and Vito Auanis of Riiulge offers 
a quartet of lads whose ability could 
present a diversified attack that 
would penetrate the defence of the 
strongest lines. With Huston throw- 
ing tho passes and Chesterfield on the 
receiving end the aerial threat of 
this backfield would bo tremendous. 
Annuls wus one of the hardest run- 
ning backs of the year on a mediocre 
team. With a strong lino in front of 
him and with LaRonde und Huston 
to block, both being capable of clean- 
ing out in great style, many so-called 
“perfect” touchdown plays might well 
result. LaRonde also stood out on a 
weak Cambridge Latin eleven that 
fought gallantly but failed to emerge 
victorious In a single one of its eleven 
games.

Suburbun league olovon that is a com- 
posite vote of the five league couches, 
ouch refraining from voting for pluy- 
ers on his own eleven. On this com- 
posite toum Warren Huston Is a unan- 
imous choice for a halfback position. 
Frunk Vussalotti wus named by Coach- 


es Dickerman of Somerville and Fitz- 
gerald of Brookline for a guard berth 
to tie with Sam Lourie of Brookline 
who also drew two votes. George 
Gulian, Newton tackle, Edgar Sher- 
I rill, Brookline captain and Kyricos of 
Cambridge Latin each drew two votes 
for the right tackle berth on the all- 
team. Again Dickerman and Fitzger- 
ald named the Newton youth with 
Coach Sanborn of Newton and Coach 
MacDonald of Cambridge Latin nam- 
ing Sherrill and Dickerman and Mur- 
phy naming Kyricos.

Do they in- 
sist that the party to which they be- 
long shall nominate candidates as well 
qualified for public office as is Mrs, 
Poole for that high office in national 
club life for which you women are 
unitedly supporting her? We cannot 
he sure of having good public officers 
unless the voters of both parties first 
go to the polls and nominate them and 
then elect them.”

She said it took 60 years to 
prevent the smuggling of slaves jit- 
ter the slave trade was forbidden.

Never- 
theless, the men who drafted for this 
important role are never questioned 
as to their physiological fitness. Their 
willingness is enough. 

It looks as if there will lie the usual 
demand this year for men who are not 
averse to putting on the old red cos- 
tume and cap. trimmed with fur. anti 
the wig and whiskers of white wool. I 
have in mind a man who annually ca- 
pers about in this gladsome rig. al- 
though that is the only bit of amateur 
acting in which he indulges. 

[ asked him the other day. “Are 
yon going to appear as Santa Claus as 
usual this year?” 

“I suppose so,” he replied, with an 
evident effort to conceal the pride he 


felt at my inquiry.

Adding a Few Words 

The desire of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company that we should do 
more telegram-sending is one which 
rather appeals to my sense of curi- 
osity. The project as outlined would 
give the sender of many words a sort 
of reduced rate. It is called techni- 
cally, serial telegraphing. If a per- 
son sends you a telegram and then 
on the same day follows that with 
another and possibly two or three 
more, the cost is assessed on the total 
number of words sent during the day. 
Your friend, or maybe it’s you yourself 
who will do the sending, sends you 50 
words and then another or more 
words; those of the second telegram 
and the third and so on. are counted 
like this— 10 words for the rate of 
one. A 10 for one shot, as those who 
are prone to use sporting phrases 
might put it. 

This has become a somewhat cal- 
loused age, led by the sophisticated 
youth of our fair land. And yet there 
still exist homes wherein the receipt 
of a telegram does sort of upset 
things. Of course, when telegraphic 
messages are phoned to you there is 
less thrill than that created by a mes- 
senger boy on a bicycle, who, after 
trying various other houses in the 
neighborhood finally lands at your 
door. When a messenger in uniform 
does deliver your message it is also a 
10 to one shot that the entire neigh- 
borhood is aware that something im- 
portant has happened in your house- 
hold. The telegraphic company has 
robbed us and the neighbors, too, of 
the emotional experience caused by 
a messenger boy’s visit now that it 
insists upon phoning the message 
from the nearest office and chanting 
it .into one’s ears. But tilings change 
so rapidly we must not waste time in 
contemplation. 

Now what is going to happen if we 
suddenly find it cheaper to telegraph 
our thoughts? Shall we observe the 
entire populace inspired to an elo- 
quence that will force operators to 
work overtime? Heretofore, it lias al- 
ways been a sort of mental training 
that was good for us when forced to 
condense our messages over the tel- 
egraph wire for the suke of saving 
money. But if we may now let loose 
our tongues, or rather our fluent pens, 
will there be a deluge of words? Shall 
we And ourselves smothered in lan- 
guage? Well, the radio seems to offer 
unlimited opportunity to talkers and 
writers, and goodness knows people 
gab and gab over the telephone to 
their heart's content. For my part I 
don’t see why word-shooting, with the 
sky limit, should not be carried on 
over the telegraph wires. 

Newton's Commercial Side 

Here is something, which, after you 
have read it, is likely to make you 
exclaim, ‘‘I must try to remember 
that.” But remembering things, par- 
ticularly statistics, is not so easy those 
days when minds are crowded and 
memories are a trifle shorter than 
they used to be. 

Lot us together nibble at this data 
collected by the State Department of 
Labor and Industries in connection 
with the census of manufacturers for 


the year 1930. It appears that the 
total number of manufacturing estab- 
lishments in operation in the city of 
Newton last year was 67. represent- 
ing a capital investment of $14,783,384. 
The total value of all products man- 
ufactured in these establishments was 
$15,159,251 and the average number of 
wnge-earners employed during the 
year was 2,784, and tin* total amount 
paid in wages was $3,412,110. The 
principal products manufactured in 
Newton in 1930 were knit goods, elec- 
trical machinery, apparatus and sup- 


plies; textile machinery and curtains. 

Now let’s turn hack 10 years and 
see what we may see. There were 
13 less, or 54 manufacturing establish- 
ments 10 years ago. The cnpital in- 
vested was about $900,000 less, while 
the value of stock and materials used 
was practically the same. Little 
change, too, in the amount of wnges 
paid, which, in 1921. amounted to 
$3,358,224 or $53,880 less than Inst 
year. 

As far as tiie number of wage-eurn- 
ers employed is concerned there were 


41 more In 1930 than in 1921 when the 
total was 2,743. The value of prod- 
ucts. however, has increased by $1,- 
377,711, but the caution is given by 
the statistician that “the values of 
products manufactured do not neces- 
sarily represent the relative volume of 
goods produced.” 


Facing the Facts 

How swiftly is one’s point of view 
c hanged by some slight and compar- 
atively unimportant incident. I have 
in mind a very estimable citizen whom 


many of us know and like hut who in 
unusually firm In his opinions. A bit 
"set,” as country folks say, but never- 
theless a splendid character. 

He had been approached about giv- 
ing to unemployment relief and had 
responded, though not as generously 
as one might expect a man of his 
means to contribute. That, however, 
Is a matter for an Individual to deter- 
mine for himself. It is not for other 
people to say how much a man should 
give. He alone is the better Judge. 
Tills man apparently believed In that 


theory and had determined that his 
offerings should be conservative. 

It happened that there was a street 
accident in which a man was bumped 
by an automobile. Happily, it was not 
a serious affair, but some conveyance 
was needed in which the victim might 
be taken to his home. At this point 
the man I have already described hap- 
pened along and volunteered the use 
of his car. It was accepted. 

He not only took the shaken-up per- 
son home but assisted him to his hum- 
ble bedroom. And it was humble — 


clean, but indicating plain and almost 
poverty-stricken conditions. In fact, 
that was the story revealed by the 
general surroundings. 

That night, the prosperous one was 
talking with a group of friends. ’Tve 
never come face to face with actual 
poverty before.” said he. After re- 
counting the circumstances, he added, 
“That family is really up against It. 
There must be a lot In the same 
state. It’s made me double my con- 
tribution to the unemployment relief 
fund."

Next Tuesday is Election Day in Newton. While there is 
no mayoralty contest to bring out a large vote there are 
several city-wide and ward contests for positions on the Board 
of Aldermen that do not lessen the importance of your vote. 
The selection of men to carry the burden of municipal legis- 
lation needs as careful attention as the selection of those 
whose duties are executive in nature. Be sure to go to the 
polling place in your precinct and cast your ballot next 
Tuesday. 

There are contests for Alderman-at-Large in three of the 
seven wards. In each case the present Alderman is being 
opposed for re-election. In Ward 5 Alderman Temperley 
is being opposed by James W. Gibson and Willard L. Mc- 
Kenzie. We have known Mr. Temperley for many years and 
believe that his record on the Board the past four years 
warrants his re-election. We have also known Mr. Gibson, 
who is Mr. Temperley’s chief opponent, for several years, 
and belie\e that he would make a competent and independent 
alderman. However, we believe Mr. Gibson should have 
become a candidate for a post as a representative from 
Waban, the district in which he lives, instead of from Mr. 
Mr. Temperley’s district in Upper Falls, although both are 
a part of the same ward. 

In Ward 2 Alderman Grebenstein’s opponents are Frank 
L. Wilcox and Reuben Kligman. Mr. Kligman has been un- 
successful in previous attempts at election and we believe 
the selection should lie between Mr. Grebenstein and Mr. 
Wilcox, both being qualified to hold the position as Alder- 
man-at-large from Newtonville. 

In Ward 3 the present Alderman-at-Large. Benjamin Bowen, 
is being opposed by Alfred R. Guzzi. Mr. Bowen, we believe, 
should be re-elected, there being no reasonable grounds ne- 
cessitating a change in representation. 

There are also five contests in the seven places for po- 
sitions as Ward Aldermen. In Ward 1 the declination of 
Alderman Powers to become a candidate for re-election has 
brought William A. Sproat and Harold A. Murray as candi- 
dates for the position. Voters of this ward should support 
Mr. Sproat, who has for some time taken an interest in 
matters pertaining to improvements in his ward and for the 
city as a whole. 

In Ward 2 Alderman Woodcock’s decision to return to 
private life has brought about a three-cornered contest. The 
candidates are Angelo T. Annicelli, James T. Flynn and Don- 
ald M. Hill. Mr. Hill is the outstanding choice. 

In Ward 3 another three-cornered contest is on the ballot, 
due to Alderman Prior’s decision not to be a candidate for 
re-election. Bernard D. Farrell. J. Ward Kelley, and Julius 
B. Ramm, are the candidates. Mr. Farrell is a life-long resi- 
dent of West Newton and will have the support of many of 
those who know him. Mr. Kelley has been active in im- 
proving conditions in his vicinity and is an able canddate. 
Mr. Ramm is perhaps the best known of the three through 
his associations with the local Legion post. 

In Wards 5 and 6 the present Aldermen, James R. Chand- 
ler and Sydney B. Holden are being opposed for re-election. 
In each case we urge they be retained on the Board over their 
respective opponents, Frank J. Murphy and Anthony Oliver. 


PEPPY RALLY AT NEWTON 
UPPER FALLS 

A rally was held Tuesday night in 
Foresters Hall, Pettee street, Newton 
Upper Falls. Mayor Weeks and can- 
didates for nldermantc offices at the 
coining city election addressed the 
gathering. A sharp exchange oc- 
curred between James W. Gibson of 
Waban who Is opposing Alderman 
John Temperley and the latter. 

Gibson admitted that Temperley is 
honest but contended that the Upper 
Falls alderman Is too conservative. 
He also referred to an article printed 
in a recent issue of the NEWTON 
GRAPHIC which praised Temperley 
nnd alleged that the writer of this 
article (Edward H. Powers) lias been 
a fellow alderman of Mr. Temperley, 
has dominated the latter and might 
continue to do so if the Upper Falls 
representative is re-elected to the 
Roard. 

Temperley. replying to the state- 
ments made by Gibson, said that he 
is pleased to he characterized as a 
conservative and denied that he has 
been dominated by any member 
the Board during his four years of 
service. He accused Gibson of at- 
tempting to break down the 34 years 
custom whereby Newton Upper Falls. 
Newton Highlands nnd Waban each 
have had an alderman from Ward 5. 
He asserted that a woman had been 
obtaining signatures in the Upper 
Falls for Gibson’s nomination papers 
and had obtained four by making the 
false statement tlint Temperley had 
withdrawn as a candidate. 

Alfred Guzzi, candidate for aider- 
man from Ward 3 denounced the em- 
ployment of men from outside Newton 
as school janitors when there are 
so many unemployed in this city. He 
mentioned n man who has been em- 
ployed for months as a janitor at the 
Weeks Junior High School In Newton 
Centre. This man was a resident of 
Waltham when he was given employ- 
ment in the school nnd did not move 
to this city until September of this 
year. Guzzi also told of another Wal- 
tham resident who is working as a 
janitor at the High School in New- 
tonville and who is also a reserve 
policeman in Waltham and is work- 
ing in that capacity.

ALDERMANIC CANDIDATES HOLD 
RALLY AT NONANTUM 

Last Friday night a rally was held 
in Columbus Hall, Nonautum, at 
which speeches were made by Angelo 
Annicelli, candidate for Ward Aider- 
man of Ward 2; Alfred Guzzi, candi- 
date for alderman-at-large in Ward 
3, and Reuben Kligman, candidate for 
alderman-at-large in Ward 2. 

Annicelli advocated a two-platoon 
system for the Fire Department. Klig- 
man stated that if elected lie would 
urge the employment of Newton men 
on city work and the purchase of ma- 
terials by the city from Newton tax- 
payers.

He 
criticized the use of Boy Scouts as 
traffic officers and said this work 
should he performed by reserve pa- 
trolmen instead of laying off and 
taking their incomes away. 

He said that with hundreds of idle 
men in this city, much of the resur- 
facing work on Newton streets the 
past year had been done by contrac- 
tors from outside the city. He fa- 
vored keeping the polls open from 
7 a. m. until 7 p. m., to afford more 
citizens a chance to vote. He re- 
ferred to the present high water 
rates and said they should he re- 
duced. He told of the inadequate 
lighting of Newton’s streets.

CHESTNUT HILL IMPROVEMENT

The annual social and mualcale of 
the Chestnut Hill Improvement So- 
ciety was held on Wednesday night 
at. the Commonwealth Country Club, 
Chestnut Hill.

John Barnard, architect, 
displayed a sketcli of a proposed mon- 
ument which would mark the en- 
trance to Newton on Commonwealth 
avenue near Luke street. The sketch 
shows a high, graceful column sup- 
ported by a pleasingly designed base, 
Atop this column a beacon light would 
shine upwards. On the sides of the 
column would be a four bas-reliefs 
depicting such subjects as might be 
selected. The monument would be 
flood-lighted. This idea was suggest- 
ed at the annual gathering of the so- 
ciety last year by Aldermun Richard 
Harte of Chestnut Hill. 

Alderman Edward H. Powers was 
the third speaker of the evening. He 
complimented President Theall, the 
officers and members of the society 
for the interest they manifest in 
their own community and the affairs 
of the city. He said that the great 
majority of Newton’s citizens are in- 
different in this respect: that they 
believe because Newton is the most 
attractive residential section of 
Greater Boston and one of the most 
attractive in this country, it will re- 
main so. These citizens do not real- 
ize that there are persons who have 
little regard for the future of this 
city and who are constantly seeking 
to acquire financial gain by obtain- 
ing privileges of one kind or another, 
or by urging zoning changes. Such 
persons, who would profit at the ex- 
pense of the city’s future, are taking 
an active part in the political affairs 
of this city and it behooves the peo- 
ple of Newton to take more interest 
in local politics. Otherwise, this city 
is apt to deteriorate because of the 
intrusion of business buildings and 
tilling stations into residential sec- 
tions.

NEWTON BOY 
AT SEA 


BURIED 


MRB. GEORGE P. FLOOD 
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Details have come from the West 
Coast of the burial at sea of Marcus 
Clifford Miller, Lieutenant Comman- 
der U. S. N., retired, the notice 
of whose deuth appeared in the 
GRAPHIC on November 20. Lieut. 
Commander Miller spent his childhood 
in West Newton, was educated In the 
Newton schools and won a competi- 
tive examination for the Naval Acad- 
emy at the age of 16 while a junior 
in the Newton High School. Through- 
out the World War he served on a 
destroyer in the North Sea. After 
several subsequent years of active 
service in the Navy he was retired for 
disability incurred during war serv- 
ice. After 5 years of illness, during 
which his courage and cheerfulness 
never faltered, he died at the Naval 
Hospital, Mare Island, California one 
day before his 37th birthday. 

Knowing his wish that his ashes 
should lie in the sea, his brother 
officers requested that ho might he 
buried from the Flag Ship of the 
Destroyer Squadron, with full Naval 
honors. The following account was 
written by a witness, au officer and 
friend. It may be of interest as re- 
lating to a young man so closely con- 
nected with Newton in his youth, 
who served his country with credit. 

"A chaplain was ordered aboard the 
Flag Ship ‘Detroit’, which was set 
to sail on target practice at 2 p. m. 
(November 25). The ashes were 
taken aboard in the Admirul’s barge, 
the container covered in gray crepe, 
and wrapped in a beautiful flag sent 
by the Veterans Bureau, which also 
sent flowers. On board ship, in the 
gun-room, the container rested on 
flags on a large plotting table, with 
the wreaths and flowers from his 
family and friends, and his class- 
mates. At either end of the table was 
a blue-jacket in dress uniform with 
fixed bayonet. The crew passed 
through, then the Detroit was slowed 
down to steerage-way, the ship's flag 
was half-masted and with the crew 
gathered in the waist the regulation 
service wps carried out. The cata- 
pult for planes had been trained out- 
board: at the end stood Lieutenant 
Commander Mahoney a member of 
Miller’s class at Annapolis, with the 
container, draped in the flugs. The 
chaplain came next, then four blue- 
jackets, each with a wreath.” 

"When the time came in the serv- 
ice, Lieutenant Commander Mahoney 
took the container from the folds of 
tlie flag, the latter falling loose on 
the catapult, and dropped it into the 
sea; and then each of the four men 
with wreaths rust them horizontally 
out board, and they settled and floated 
flut on the sea.

At a rally held in Newton Upper 
Falls last Tuesday night Mr. Gibson 
referred to an article we wrote in the 
GRAPHIC on October 30 stating that 
tlie person who wrote it has been a 
fellow Alderman of Mr. Temperley’s.

on “The Trend tn Modern Fiction.” on 
Friday afternoon.

Miss Gale’s talk followed immediately 
after the regular monthly business 
meeting of the Club at which the pres- 
ident.

It is always a satisfaction to see a 
familiar author in person, and to sense 
something of his or her real personal- 
ity. As her talk unfolded. Miss Gale’s 
personality shone through as a very 
intuitive and understanding one. 

In modern literature. Miss Gale said, 
the tendency has been to show the 
stark ugly reality of things, but the 
reul truth probably lies not in creat- 
ing too beautiful or too ugly a picture, 
but in looking somewhere within to a 
hidden inner reality. In order to un- 
derstand life one must seek for the 
hidden meaning of people's reactions. 
There are often powerful forces at 
work in people’s inner lives which 
when once understood illumine the 
whole personality. If this is true in 
actual human relations it is even more 
so in Action, for if one wants one’s 
characters to he alive one must school

ROTARY CLUB

has not been paid, making one of 
the grounds for Japanese "invasion." 

There are four points of conflicting 
interests which are paramount in the 
present situation. Prof. Porter dis- 
cussed them in the order of their im- 
portance. The first he stated is the 
conflict between the Japanese gov- 
ernment and the League of Nations 
plus the United States. The second 
is the conflict between the militarists 
and the pacifists in Japan. The third 
is between Japan and China as to 
whether which country has right be- 
hind its claims and the fourth is the 
ever imminent Russo-Japanese conflict 
which is dormant at present. It is hut 
a spark blit if fanned into flame might 
become a major problem in a short 

Discussing the third point first the 
speaker stated that the issue began 
on Sept. 18, 1931. with a fracas in 
Mukden. In his opinion there was no 
provocation by the Chinese hut the 
following day saw the Japanese army 
marching up the valley. The grounds 
for the armed invasion were that pro- 
tection of their property, of which the 
unpaid railroads are most important, 
was necessary. The Japanese argued 
that railroad transportation was nec 
ossary to bring food, coal, iron, oil 
and other things to their overpopu- 
lated island. Cut off from these things 
their people would he in danger. China 
argued that the Japs did not need to 
seize the property and that the ac- 
count was “on the hooks.” Political 
control was unnecessary from the Chi- 
nese angle and that the differences 
can readily be settled peacefully. On 
the other hand the Japanese had cap- 
tured Port Arthur in 1895 and ceded 
their rights there in 1S95. Later other 
foreign countries obtained points in 
Eastern Asia without any fighting at 
all. In 1904 the Japanese defeated 
Russia and hoped to annex the entire 
region as they had Korea. Feeling 
they have won the region twice in 
war they are not ready to relinquish 
their claims. 

The conflict between militarism and 
pacifism in Japan enters into the prob- 
lem because the former realize that 
this is probably their last chance to 
accomplish their aims before world 
disarmament. The Japanese army has 
been demoted from its high militar- 
istic peak of the early century and 
is far from what it was. 

The China-Jnpanese conflict of in- 
terests in Manchuria is the one re- 
sult of this internal conflict in Japan 
and the matter of railroads is the 
instrument by which it is being 
brought about. About ten duys ago 
the Japanese cabinet announced its 
intention to resign unless the Japan- 
ese army which was advancing in 
Manchuria was withdrawn. The fol- 
lowing day this army began to re- 
treat and the conflict quieted down 
materially. 

Prof. Porter stated that in America 
a lot can be done towards helping 
the situation by letting Secretary of 
State Stimson know that we are be- 
hind him in his stand that there shall 
be no fighting. The entire issue has 
arisen solely from an internal Jap- 
anese conflict and because no mention 
of “armed intervention” was made 
in forming the League of Nations. 
Prof. Porter hoped that it could be 
shown that the Japs were being dis- 
graced and not glorified by their 
army. After the Boxer rebellion in 
1900 when China was saved by the in- 
tervention of other powers including 
Japan t lie latter obtained the good 
will of China. Hud they maintained 
that good will they would have been 
the leading nation of Eastern Asia. 
The aim now must be to work for a 
world in which the pleasure of the 
people in a particular region is of 
the highest importance. 

Following Prof. Porter’s appeal for 
confidence in Secretary of State Stim- 
son a resolution was adopted by 
which the secretary of the Newton 
Rotary club will notify Mr. Stimson 
of the local club’s support. 

Next Tuesday the Newton Rotar- 
ians will hold a joint meeting with 
tile Watertown Rotary Club at Water- 
town.

Water Commissioner Ellis Gives 

Address On Water Situation 

Gives Details of Contemplated Program In This Department 
For Immediate Future 


At the annual social of the Chestnut 
Hill Improvement Society on Decem- 
ber 2 Water Commissioner Richard 
Ellis delivered the following Interest- 
ing address on conditions affecting the 
Water Department in this city. 

The speaker Is appreciative of the 
opportunity to address your associa- 
tion. and sincerely trusts that he may 
be able to clear up some of the mis- 
understandings that have existed 
relative to the Water Department, 
and that he may give you a true pic- 
ture of conditions as they exist, plans 
to rectify existing faults, and the rea- 
sons therefor. 

You may or may not be familiar 
with some of the history of the de- 
partment. I believe that you are more 
interested in present and future con- 
ditions than in those past, and will 
accordingly coniine myself to the dis- 
cussion of the same. (I am keenly 
aware that my scope is not that of a 
public speaker, the combination of 
engineer and speaker being more or 
loss rare. I trust, therefore, that 
you will bear with me in any digres- 
sions that it may be my misfortune 
to make.) 

In general, the background of the 
present varied complaints is the fact 
that the City of Newton, during the 
•years 1920-1930 had a very rapid 
'growth, the population roughly 
doubling itself in that period. The 
development, furthermore, has not 
been confined to any one section of 
a widespread city, but has been of 
a general nature. Such rapid devel- 
opment as this is bound to create, 
temporarily, rather undesirable con- 
ditions in the working organization, 
distribution system, ofllco procedure, 
and in fact throughout a whole de- 
partment. 

The City of Newton is the type of 
a community that will continue to 
grow, but everyone realizes that the 
accelerated growth during the past 
decade was much greater than even 
the most optimistic would have fore- 
cast in 1920. It appears to the speak- 
er that the Water Department was 
wholly unprepared in trained person- 
nel, office methods, etc., to cope with 
an expansion proportionate to the 
growth of the community. 

In this respect, Newton has been no 
different than many other cities. De- 
troit, one of the newer of the large 
cities, for example, has been forced to 
almost completely redesign her dis- 
tribution system, and an infinite num- 
bor of communities have found them- 
selves faced with the necessity of 
augmenting their supplies, making 
very large additions to their physical 
systems, and of completely revamp- 
ing their organization. 

In attempting to enumerate in the 
order of their importance the changes 
that the speaker felt wore imperative. 


when he. a year and half ago. ac- 
cepted his present position, he is re- 
minded somewhat of a letter of com- 
plaint received by Secretary of the 
Interior Wilbur. This letter was re- 
ceived from a young lady who, by 
way of apology for her persistency, 
said that it was her contention that 
the squeaky wheel first received the 
grease. There have truly been many 
squeaky wheels in the W. T. S. To 
properly apply the grease Is some- 
times a rather involved problem. 

We almost daily hear complaints of 
rates, quality of water, etc. These 
are all squeaks which you. as well as 
I, hear, but to the department op- 
erator they are surface or body 
squeaks, and I would like this eve- 
ning, if I may, no more or less ramble 
along and tell you of the more seri- 
ous squeaks which, in my analysis, I 
believe to be the fundamental points 
where attention was or is necessary. 
Therefore, it seems to me to be a 
logical method to enumerate in a 
chronological order, the points of at- 
tack which have been followed to 
date, and to lay before you a con- 
templated program for the next few 
years. 

The heart of an operating organi- 
zation is the work shop, locally called 
Supply yard. Here the foremen are 
required to plan their work, keep time 
records, and to execute all executive 
functions falling upon their should- 
ers. Here also is located the stock 
room, general repair, meter repair 
and pipe shops, as well as the ga- 
rage. where are housed nine of the 
ten cars belonging to the department, 
the tenth being assigned and per- 
manently located at the Pumping 
Station. 

The buildings being used by the 
Water Department a year ago con- 
sisted of a two-story with basement, 
brick barn, in which the department 
made use of but ^4 of the total avail- 
able floor area, and two wooden out- 
buildings, one used for storage and 
the other as a five-car garage. The 
buildings had been designed for the 
work incidental to a department of 
about 1/3 the size of the present de- 
partment. All operating functions 
were carried out in the one basement 
room of about 1000 square feet area, 
or of less than 1/6 the total floor 
space. Here the light was very poor 
at all times. Gas only was available 
for lighting purposes. No facilities 
were available for the maintenance 
of automotive equipment, and little 
or no work of that nature was at- 
tempted. 

In the speaker’s opinion, step No. 1 
was, therefore, to construct a head- 
quarters for the operating organiza- 
tion. Studies were made of different 
locations, as well as of cost, and flnal-

Newton Families Are 
Smaller Than In 1920 

Other Interesting Statistics Told To 
Local Kiwauians 


An Interesting picture of the peo- 
ple of Newton as shown by the 1930 
census was presented by Michael 
Kley of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York at the 
luncheon of the Klwanis Club at the 
Elks Hall, Thursday noon. Mr. Kley 
took as his subject. "The People and 
the Community: What the 1930 Cen- 
sus Figures Tell Us About Newton.” 

“With the figures for illiterary, non- 
citizens, foreign born, and industrial 
composition available,” asserted the 
speaker, "the opportunity is afforded 
civic-spirited organizations of New- 
ton to co-operate with other social 
agencies in promoting educational ac- 
tivity that will lesscm the number who 
cannot read and write, encourage the 
foreign born to become citizens, and 
develop interest in furthering the wel- 
fare and health of all in the com- 
munity.” 

Mr. Kley began his address with a 
short review' of the growth of the 
city. Delving Into the federal rec- 
ords he found that in 1790, the first 
official census, the population w r as 
1360. It was 5000 in 1850, 33,500 in 
1900, and Is recorded by the census 
of 1930 as 65,276, an Increase of near- 
ly 42% over the population of ten 
years ago. 

Analyzing the racial composition of 
the city, Mr. Kley said that 13,557 
persons in Newton ard foreign born, 
making nearly 21% of the population. 
The Canadian-French number 733: 
Canada — other 3,886: there are 2,203 
from Italy, 434 from Sweden and 2,776 
from the Irish Free State. 

In discussing the foreign born, the 
speaker stated that immigration to 
the United States had been cut down 
by practically 80% since last Janu- 
ary. due to the stringent enforcement 
by the Government of the restrictive 
immigration law as an aid to eco- 
nomic condittions in this country. As 
a result he pointed out. immigration 
may no longer he counted on as an im- 
portant factor in population growth. 

Turning to fhe matter of citizen- 
ship. Mr. Kley pointed out that over 
5,500 of the foreign born are not 
citizens of the United States: of these 
over 900, however, have taken out 
their first papers. The census lists 
as illiterate any person ten years of 
age or over who cannot read or write; 
693 of Newton’s population are In this 
classification, according to the 1930 
census figures. The illiteracy rate is 
1.3%, which is very low as compared 
with other cTU* 

Continuingiils study of the people 
of New'ton, Mr. Kley presented inter- 
esting data on age groups and on the 
murital and family conditions of the 
populace. Of the persons 15 years of 
age and over. 18.035 are single, 26.S40 
are married. 3,982 widowed, and 335 
divorced. It is an interesting social 
fact, he said, that there are more 
than three times as many widows in 
New'ton as there are widowed men. 

The census shows an increase in 
the number o! families, the speaker 
pointed out, but the families are grow- 
ing smaller. The 1930 figures show- 
15. 350 families in Newton as against 
10.1S9 in 1920. The number of per- 
sons per family is 4.3 as against 4.5 
ten years ago. 11,690 families have 
radio sets according to the census 
data. This means that over 76% of 
the families in this city have radios. 

There were 7,417 boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 13 in the pub- 
lic schools, representing 9S% of the 
number of young people of this age. 

It was with much interest that the 
members listened to the figures on 
the gainful workers of the com- 
munity. The speaker urged that the 
Klwanis Club sponsor a citizenship 
movement in co-operation with other 
educational and social agencies in 
Newton with the view of lessening 
the number of illiterates and encour- 
aging the foreign born to become cit- 
izens. 

Mr. Kley referred to the high stand- 
ing of Newton in the educational 
field and to the excellent service ren- 
dered under Superintendent of 
Schools, Mr. Wheeler, to the children 
of the city through thorough medical 
inspection and correction of defects. 
Ho pointed out the low death rate 
for the city and that there were no 
diphtheria deaths during the year. He 
said that Newton, according to figures, 
Is one of the best places to live in 
both from a health and educational 
point of view*. 


Serious Explosion 

At Newton Centre 

Fuel till Mixed With Gasoline Is 
Cause of Damaging Blast 


Two persons had fortunate escapes 
with an explosion of gasoline fumes 
shattered the interior of the Beacon 
Garage at 784 Beacon street, Newton 
Centre, about 11 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. Two other employees of the 
garage also were fortunate to es- 
cape serious Injury when coincident 
with the explosion a gasoline tank in 
the building burst into flames. 

The explosion was caued by a tank 
wagon of fuel oil being connected 
with a sidewalk pipe which ran into 
a gasoline tank under the building. 
When the fuel oil was by mistake 
dumped Into the gasoline tank the 
more inflammable fluid, being lighter, 
w-as forced from the tank. Some of 
it, apparently, leaked down onto the 
floor of the cellar and the fumes 
were Ignited, causing two strong ex- 
plosions. More of the gasoline worked 
up through a small tank on the main 
floor of the building and this tank was 
also affected by one of the explo- 
sions. breaking out into flames. 

John Ryan of 1848 Commonwealth 
avenue, Auburndale, manager of the 
garage, and Ruth Raynes of Water- 
town. bookkeeper there, were seated 
in the garage office when the first ex- 
plosion occurred. They were hurled 
from their chairs and ran to the 
street in time to escape a second 
and more violent exposion which 
shattered a tile partition in the of- 
fice and blew- a large plate glass win- 
dow* out onto the street. Miss Raynes 
was considerably shaken and shocked 
from the force of the explosion. Ralph 
Stetson of Waltham, and Thomas 
Scanlon of Dorchester, garage em- 
ployees, fled to the opposite end of 
the garage w-hen the first explosion 
came and escaped the force of the 
second explosion. 

The explosion, in addition to shat- 
tering the wall and windows in the 
garage office, carried its force along 
a lenthy alley in the cellar of the 
building and shattered a tile partition 
100 feet distant of the cellar under 
the F. H. Page furniture store. Fur- 
niture in this cellar w-as badly dam- 
aged by w*ater. An automatic fire 
alarm was sounded when the explo- 
sion occurred and the firemen by 
quick work brought the flames un- 
der control before the gasoline tanks 
exploded or automobiles in the ga- 
rage caught ajflre. 

The damage to the building and the 
furniture will amount to several thou- 
sands of dollars. 


PURSE SNATCHERS CAUGHT 


Tuesday night as Evelyn Pope, a 
nurse residing at 70 Waban Park. 
Newton was walking near her home, 
an automobile containing two young 
men stopped alongside of her and one 
of the pair jumped out. snatched her 
handbag and - then fled in the car. 
As the car entered Waban street the 
driver lost control of it and it over- 
turned. The two thieves jumped oui 
and ran away. The police w-ere noti- 
fied and they recovered Miss Pope's 
handbag in the car. It contained $45 
in cash and a check. Through the 
Brookline Rental Company, owners of 
tlie car, Newton police learned that 
it had been rented by Charles Farrell, 
22 and Ludlow* Godsoe of Linden 
street. Brookline. Farrell confessed 
to six hand bag* robberies in Newton, 
Brighton and Brookline and impli- 
cated Godsoe. The pair were ar- 
raigned in the Newton court on Wed- 
nesday and held in $2000 bail each 
for trial on December 17. 


All Aldermen For Re-election Are 

Successful In Light City Election 

About 30 Per Cent of Voters Go To Polls — Sproat, Hill, 
Farrell Elected in Ward Contests 


The election last Tuesday proved 
again that the big majority of per- 
sons in the Newtons take too little 
interest in the affairs of their city. 
Less than 30% of the voters went to 
the polls. Out of a total registration 
of about 28.000. the number of ballots 
cast totalled 8152. 

The only name on the ballots for 
the office of Mayor was that of Sin- 
clair Weeks. A few* scattered votes 
were cast for other persons by some 
who wrote names on the ballots. In 
the three contests for Aldermen-at- 
Large the candidates for re-election 
were all victorious. Alderman Greb- 
enstein of Ward 2 easily defeated his 
two opponents. He received 4397 
votes. Wilcox 1661 and Kligman 366. 
Alderman Bowen of Ward 3 received 
4749 votes and his opponent. Alfred 
Guzzi 1889. Alderman Temperley of 
Ward 5 polled 3401 votes. James W. 
Gibson who ran against him received 
2424 and Willard McKenzie who also 
ran received 290. 

An intensive campaign was w*aged 
to assure the re-election of Alderman 
Grebenstein. Much literature was 
sent out in his behalf, checkers were 
stationed at polling places throughout 
the city working for him. and a large 
fleet of automobiles was at their dis- 
posal. Alderman Bowen also received 
the support of the political organiza- 
tion affiliated with the Mayor. Aider- 
man Temperley proved that he did 
not need the support of any organiza- 
tion. His name was not included on 
large cards which were mailed by 
thousands to voters throughout the 
city. These cards urged the voters 
to go to the polls and vote to show 
their approval of Mayor Weeks and 
his administration. The cards urged 
the voters to support Aldermen Bowen 
and Grebenstein: but Alderman Tem- 
perley’s name was conspicuous by its 
absence. 

In the contests for Ward Aldermen 
William Sproat won easily over Har- 
old Murray in Ward 1. He polled 
about twice as many votes as were 
cast for his opponent. In Ward 2 
Donald Hill had a large majority. His 
two competitors. James Flynn and 
Angelo Annicelli were fairly close: 
with Flynn second, having a lead of 
57 votes over Annicelli. In Ward 3 
Bernard Farrell. Jr., won by a ma- 
jority of 35 over Julius Raram. J. 
Ward Kelley was third. Farrell re- 
ceived 696 first choice votes and 
Ramm 661 Kelly had 130. In Ward 
3 Alderman Chandler received nearly 
four times as many votes as did 
Frank J. Murphy who opposed him. 
In Ward 6 Alderman Sydney Holden 
had almost a walkover against An- 
thony Oliver who sought to displace 
him. 


The votes for the aldermen who 
were candidates for re-election and 
who had no opponents totalled as fol- 
lows — Aldermen-at-Large: Howlett. 
Ward 1. 4869: Gordon. Ward 4, 4877; 
Pratt. Ward 6. 4741; Murray. Ward 7.

4. 353: Hawkins. Ward 7, 382. For 
School Committee the votes for Mr. 
Femald of Ward 3 totalled 4653. and 
for Mr. Mather of Ward 6. 4562. 


AUBURNDALE MANSION TOTALLY 
DESTROYED 


Fire Brings Thousands to Old Pulsifer 
Mansion 


One of the most spectacular fires 
this city has witnessed in years to- 
tally destroyed the large stone man- 
sion on Islington road, Auburndale 
formerly the residence of Royal M. 
Pulsifer. Mayor of Newton in 1880 and 
1881. Some years ago tb* building 
received considerable notoriety as the 
location of the Castle Inn Club and 
this year it became occupied as the 
Langer School for boys. The fire was 
discovered Tuesday night at 10:39 by 
Henry Ashton, a teacher at the schooL 
A telephone call brought Hose 5 of 
Auburndale and when this apparatus 
arrived the Are was raging in the 
attic of the building and at the rear 
of .the first floor. The hydrant near- 
est the building was out of order and 
water could not be obtained from it. 
At 10:49 an alarm was pulled from 
Box 43 and at 11 o’clock a second 
alarm was sounded. Little water 
could be obtained from a second hy- 
drant about 1500 feet away on Is- 
lington road and the flames spread 
rapidly through the big mansion light- 
ing the surrounding area and attract- 
ing thousands of spectators. With 
plenty of fire fighting apparatus at 
the place, including engines from 
Waltham and Wellesley, the amount 
of water coming from the hydrants 
was so small a3 to be useless. 

Later some of the engines pumped 
water from the Charles River which 
is nearby, but the structure by that 
time was nearly destroyed. The lose 
is estimated at about $40,000. At the 
request of Chief Randlett. the fire is 
being investigated by the State Fire 
Marshal.

The office of installation was a sol- 
emn and impressive ceremony. As 
Mr. Merrill knelt before the altar 
while the Rev. Robert Coe of Brook- 
line prayed for God’s blessing on his 
life in his new parish, one was re- 
minded of the days of chivalry and the 
consecration of the young Knight.

Those Fleeting Hours 

“What time is it by your Avatch?" 
You’ve heard that question before. 
And how often has there been a di- 
rect reply? Hasn’t the answer been, 
in nine out of 10 cases, "I’m not sure 
my watch is right but it says — ”. Sel- 
dom does the one called upon declare, 
This is the correct time." Oh, yes, 
there are people who insist their 
atches are accurate but these folks 
onstitute a minority. The average 
person usually has an explanation or 
apology. 

If I had the patience and no other 
demand upon my time I should like 
to make a ca/ivass for the purpose of 
learning the number of watches whose 
owners claim for them all the quali- 
ties of a perfect watch. After I had 
ncountered a man who boasted of 
his possession and its qualities I would 
say, "Did you know what the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards says that 
the most careful adjustment cannot 
entirely eliminate variations and that 
isochronism, or the uniformity of rate 
as the watch runs down, is dependent 
upon the poise of the balance and, 
consequently a watch adjusted in one 
position may have a variable rate 
lien changed to another position?” 
I’ll bet that would floor him. If it 
failed, I would continue — just to show 
my store of knowledge by telling him 
about tin- National Bureau of Stan- 
dards and how it determines the ac- 
curacy of pocket watches, wrist watch- 
es, stop watches, chronometers, clocks 
and chronographs. 

Somebody once said "position Is ev- 
erything," but it seems that with 
watches it’s position and temperature. 
Better grades of watches, it appears, 
are usually adjusted for three to five 
positions to isochronism and for tem- 
perature variations. Tho five posi- 
tions are vertical, pendant up; verti- 
cal. pendant right; vertical, pendant 
loft; horizontal, dial down; horizon- 
tal. dial up. The watch under test 
is run for several days In each posi- 
tion for position adjustment. 

For temperature adjustments the 
timepieces are usually run for sev- 
eral days at each of throe tempera- 
tures approximating 5, 20 and 35 de- 
grees, Centigrade, the temperature be- 
ing maintained constant by thermosta- 
tic control. In testing stop watches a 
special key is used to olinilnute per- 
sonal errors. Tho key is pressed 
against the crown of the watch to 
start and stop it, cuusing un electric 
current to be made and operating the 
pen of a chronograph ho thut it makes

ly it wns decided to reconstruct the 
old brick structure, tear down the 
wooden buildings, and build n modern, 
tile, brick and concrete garago and 
stornge building. 

Today Newton has one of the finest 
plant layouts, and one of the best 
equipped water works shops in New 
England. All different functions nro 
properly separated, each operation be- 
ing independent of the othors. 

This construction, involving the ex- 
penditure of about $45,000/ — did not 
directly eliminate any of the squeaks 
that you would hear, but it did pro- 
vide the facilities so that the organi- 
zation might be properly Expanded to 
cope with present conditions. 

A systematic check up of the in- 
operative meters showed that approx- 
imately many stuck meters existed in 
April. All of these, plus those which 
showed up in subsequent readings, 
have been removed, rebuilt or ex- 
changed for new, and as an estimate, 

I would say that we have tested 2500 
rebuilt or new meters since June 1st. 
The meter shop is scheduled to han- 
dle between 3000 and 4000 meters per 
year, so that in a five-year period, we 
hope to have changed every meter in 
the city. 

It is practically an established fact 
that meters will not register against 
the consumer. If, however, a large 
proportion of the meters are working 
against the department, it is para- 
mountly evident that those whose 
meters are correct are paying for the 
deficiency of those meters whose reg- 
istration is false. This operation alone 
will assure all that while they are 
paying for all the water they use, 
they are paying only at such a rate 
as is necessary In the aggregate to op- 
erate the department efficiently. 

Second in important to the speaker 
was the office method of handling 
rate accounts. A system wns in use 
which required the reading of all me- 
ters semi-annually, and all accounts 
were billed at least yearly. No meter 
readings were furnished, and you were 
asked to pay for a certain quantity of 
water at the determined rate, without 
having an opportunity to check the 
calculation of the quantity consumed. 
Water is not a commodity which the 
consumer orders as he does fuel, food, 
clothing, etc. In the purchase of these 
articles, you yourself have definite 
means of checking your bills against 
value received. Therefore, it is my 
contention that proper means should 
be furnished to at least check the 
calculation of the office accounts, and 
if desired an opportunity is thereby 
furnished to check the bill against the 
present reading of the meter. 

All bills for water were rendered 
in January and July of each year, and 
the preparation of the same (hand 
work) and the subsequent investiga- 
tion of the naturally resulting com- 
plaints created annually two serious 
peak loads, both on the office and on 
the inspectors. It was Impossible to 
render prompt service in reply to the 
complaints received following the is- 
suance of 15,000 annual bills. There- 
fore it was deemed advisable to stag- 
ger the issuance of the bills so as to 
equalize the load. 

Inasmuch as a serious loss annu- 
ally occurred from meters that broke 
down during a six month interval, and 
as it was felt that a saving could be 
effected to the consumer who was un- 
fortunate enough to have a leak de- 
velop shortly after his meter was read, 
on the old schedule, it was decided to 
read all meters quarterly, and to issue 
bills on that basis. It is quite impos- 
sible from the data available to the 
department to know* always whether 
a large bill is due to leakage or to 
some definitely large usage, of w*hich 
the consumer is aw*are. The quarterly 
bill therefore serves as a notice to the 
consumer either that his consumption 
is ordinary, or that he has a large 
consumption of w*hich he may or may 
not be aware. Several glaring cases 
have come to the attention of the 
speaker w*here this system has saved 
a great deal of money to individuals, 
and unquestionably a large saving 
must have resulted of which the office 
could not have been aware. 

The introduction of this system has 
involved the purchase and installation 
of addressing equipment and public 
utility billing machinery. A complete 
new set up was necessitated by the 
division of the city into three dis- 
tricts, each district being billed four 
times a year, hut no two districts be- 
ing billed w’ithin the same month. In 
this way the peak load is completely 
eliminated, and each month's work 
approximates the next. 

Complaints were plentiful follow- 
ing the introduction of this plan. De- 
spite the fact that circulars were en- 
closed with the first issue of bills, no- 
tifying the consumer that the first 
bill rendered under the new* system, 
of necessity included a charge for 
excess w*ater used over and above 
the advance of $10.00 billed in Jan- 
uary 1930, the office was flooded with 
complaints and unjust criticisms. In 
practically all cases, the consumer 
was under the impression that the 
charge was for a quarter or three 
months, whereas the minimum period 
included in the first bills so rendered, 
varied from six to nine months, and 
the maximum from twelve to fifteen 
months. Even at the present time, 
the department will receive com- 
plaints based on the amount paid in 
1931, and it is necessary to ngain 
call attention that the sum of the 
1931 charges in most cases Includes a 
largo portion of the charge for 1930 
consumption. 

The speaker is confident that with 
the close of the first year of quarterly 
billing at hand, so the confusion re- 
sulting from the introduction of this 
system will cease, and ho trusts that 
the public will better appreciate the 
advantages (some only of which ho 
has mentioned) to be derived there- 
from. 

At times, numerous compluints 
have been received by the Depart- 
ment of the quality of the water 
drawn at the house taps. These com- 
plaints might bo divided into three 
classes as follows: blue wuter, dirty 
or red water, and third, wuter which 
bus an unpleasunt taste. The New- 
ton supply, us originally drawn from 


the wells and collecting galleries in 
Needham, la a clear, cool and palat- 
able w*ator. Due, however, to its 
rather high Co, content, it does have 
a decided affinity for iron and the 
softer metals. Therefore, ns the 
water is conducted through the cast 
iron distribution system and through 
the house piping systems, it attacks 
any exposed metal and will absorb 
iron, copper, etc. The blue stain no- 
ticeable on enamel ware indicates the 
presence of copper which has been 
collected nfter the -water lias been de- 
livered into the house piping system. 
The presence of iron is similarly in- 
dicated by a reddish stnin. Deteriora- 
tion of house piping, as well ns the 
collection in the mains of quantities 
of free iron is the result of such ac- 
tion. Recognizing this fault, the 
Water Department set up an experi- 
mental plant at the Pumping Station, 
and for the past 9 or 10 months has 
been experimenting with the action of 
our w*ater on four commercial types 
of pipe, such as are usually used in 
dwellings. Those experiments indi- 
cated a rather active decomposition 
which, by certain treatments we be- 
lieved could be minimized. Experi- 
ments w*ere therefore conducted, us- 
ing tw*o types of treatment, and the 
results obtained have w*arranted His 
Honor Mayor Weeks and the Board 
of Aldermen, in passing a sufficient 
appropriation at the last meeting of 
the Board, to provide the necessary 
material nnd equipment to start im- 
mediately on the treatment for the 
control of corrosion. Your speaker is, 
to say the least, hopeful therefore 
that w’ithin a very short time we will 
have robbed our w*ater of its affinity 
for iron and the softer metals, and 
we will be returning to the citizens 
of Newton, ns a dividend, an absolute- 
ly non-corrosive w*ater. This means 
a direct saving in prolonging the life 
of your house piping and all associ- 
ated accessories, and the supplying 
of a cleaner, clearer water. 

The third complaint relative to 
qunlity is one resulting directly from 
the accelerated growth of your city. 
New developments were started and 
fonvnrded so rapidly that the depart- 
ment had all it could do to extend 
its distribution system only far 
enough to furnish water to all the 
properties In progress. No time ap- 
parently w*as available to properly 
gridiron the system, nnd many gaps 
resulted. At times when little w’ater 
is consumed on long extensions, where 
there is little or no circulation, and 
under certain atmospheric conditions, 
the water in the mains becomes stag- 
nant, nnd unpalatable. This is a con- 
dition w’hich can only be remedied by 
additions to provide proper circula- 
tion. Considerable work of this na- 
ture has been done in the last 18 
months, particularly where such ex- 
tensions w’ould serve the twofold 
purpose of providing circulation and 
increasing the supply of water avail- 
able for fire protection purposes. A 
detailed study of the whole distribu- 
tion system has been made, which the 
speaker desires to mention later. 

So far in this discussion, it has been 
my pleasure to deal only with actual 
accomplishments, or the steps lead- 
ing up to the same. It was deemed 
advisable this fall to formulate a pro- 
gram of endeavor covering a period 
of about four years. His Honor 
Mayor Weeks has sanctioned my dis- 
closing this evening for the first time 
publicly, the main points in this pro- 
gram with which in general the Spe- 
cial Committee on Water, of the 
Board of Aldermen, are in accord. 

In order to be in a position to sup- 
ply from our own source all the wa- 
ter required by the City, it is pro- 
posed to further develop our source 
of supply so that we might have 
available three million gallons of wa- 
ter per day additional to our present 
yield. Second, it is proposed to com- 
pletely redesign, remodel and re-equip 
our Pumping Station. Our present 
plant is capable of pumping but five 
million gallons per day, whereas at 
times the peak load on the system ap- 
proaches eight million gallons per 
day, and our present method of secur- 
ing this differential of 3 million gal- 
lons is to draw the same from the 
Metropolitan System at our auxiliary 
pumping station located off Ward 
street. 

Third, it is proposed to fill in the 
gaps aforementioned in the distribu- 
tion system, and thus provide as near 
perfect circulation as possible 
throughout the entire city. It is also 
proposed to eliminate all distribution 
pipe of 4" diameter or less. Fourth, 
the construction by the Massachusetts 
Highway Dept, of the new super-high- 
way traversing the city at the pres- 
ent location of Boylston Street neces- 
sitates the installation of two mains 
for practically the entire distance 
from Needham to the Brookline line. 
The re-location of our present mains 
and the installation of an additional 
main on the opposite side of this 
highway will tend to maintain a uni- 
form flow in the districts bordering on 
this location. This installation will 
be of material benefit to the High- 
latKls, Newton Centro and Oak Hill 
districts. The total money involved 
in these several items, construction of 
which we expect to complete within 
four years, amounts to about $660,000. 

While this expenditure is a com- 
paratively large one, it is felt that by 
the issuance of proper bonds, no great 
burden will be placed upon the de- 
partment in any one year, and while 
the speaker is not at liberty tonight 
to divulge any definite information of 
possible rate changes, ho is free to 
stute that he is hopeful that ere long 
the government may have a pleasant 
announcement to make in this regard.

ALDERMEN MEET 

Residents of Clarendon street. New- 
tonville. attended the meeting of the 
Aldermen on Monday night to protest 
ngnlnst what they supposed was a 
petition by the Edison Company to 
install 7 additional poles on that short 
street. It was explained that the 
petition was merely to validate tho 
location of the poles as tlie street had 
been recently accepted by the city. 

A henring was held on the petition 
of the Garden City Sand & Gravel 
Company for an extension of its per- 
mit to operate the pit on Winslow 
road off Beacon street, between Wa- 
ban and Newton Highlands. G. 
Howard Frost, owner of the land 
where the gravel pit is located, de- 
scribed the topography of the prop- 
erty and asserted that it Is necessary 
for ridges there to be removed be- 
fore the land can be used for house 
lots and that the work must he done 
on a large scale by a gravel com- 
pany. He said that a quarter of the 
material has already been excavated. 

Ex-Alderman Daniel O’Connell, 
manager of the gravel company, said 
it will be 2 to 3 years before the 
gravel on the land will have been 
removed and that the company is fol- 
lowing plans made by City Engineer 
Morse. Ruymond Gifford of 92 Plym- 
outh road, Newton Highlands, object- 
ed to an extension of the permit be- 
cause of the noise and dust caused by 
the operations at the pit and the al- 
leged danger which will be caused to 
children should the holes at the pit 
become filled with water. He said 
that a business should not be al- 
lowed in a residential zone. 

Albert Walker of 83 Plymouth road 
objected to the petition. He stated 
that much dirt is blown onto houses 
in the neighborhood of the pit, that 
the engine at the pit is started mor- 
nings at 6:45. preventing further 
sleep in the neighborhood and that 
persons residing nearby would not 
have purchased homes there had they 
realized conditions. He presented a 
petition signed by 12 objectors.

William Schwartz, 1841 Common- 
wealth avenue; Leigh Morse, 46 
Northgate park; Roy Fernald, 38 Jef- 
ferson street; John Sanderson, 19 
Peabody street; Roswell Houghton, 
271 Bellevue street; Edmund Kings- 
bury, 17 Prince street; Bernard Bry- 
son, 5 Hovey street; John L. Wells, 
34 Hilltop street; Horace Danfortli, 
67 Eddy street. 

An order was passed reducing the 
rate on water from 25c per 100 cubic 
feet to 22 Vi cents. Alderman Bail 
explained that although the rate had 
been Increased a couple of years ago 
from 20c to 25c, it is not advisable at 
this time to reduce the rate back to 
20c because of the large amount of 
work which must be done the next 
few years in improving Newton’s 
water system. Many large mains 
must be laid, the supply must be in- 
creased and $300,000 must be expend- 
ed to eliminate dead-ends und thus 
lessen trouble from rusty water. 

Appropriations made by the Aider- 
men included — Soldiers’ Relief, $2,- 
500; $1400 for fuel for power plant at 
police headquarters; Street Depart- 
ment, drains $2000; flushing sewers 
$2000; snow plow attachments $870; 
Cabot Court drain $502; Paul Brook 
drain $712; sewer in Ipswich road, 
$1838; Water Department, $7925; 

Alderman Powers called attention 
to efforts being made to get residents 
of this city to patronize the Vocational 
School when they need work in print- 
ing, automobile or electrical lines. He 
condemned this unfair competition 
when business men are struggling to 
keep out of bankruptcy and thou- 
sands of working men cannot find em- 
ployment. Alderman Bail agreed with 
the Ward 1, member and said the mat- 
ter ought to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the School Committee.

Professor Clarence L. E. Moore of 
179 Hunnewell avenue, Newton, died 
on Saturday morning at the Newton 
Hospital after a long illness. Pro- 
fessor Moore was born in Ross Coun- 
ty, Ohio, May 12, 1876. He was edu- 
cated at Ohio State University from 
which he graduated in 1901 and at 
Cornell where he received his A.M. 
degree in 1902 and his Ph.l). in 1904. 
From 1904 he had been in tho depart- 
ment of Mathematics at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology advanc- 
ing through the various grades from 
instructor to professor. He was a 
member of several scientific societies 
in this country and abroad. 

Funeral services were held at Eliot 
Church, Newton on Sunday afternoon 
at two-thirty. Interment was in Som- 
ers, Conn. 

Prof. Moore is survived by his 
widow and a daughter. Hazel Ann 
Moore.

W. C. T. U. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Newton W. C. T. U. was held in the 
Channing Unitarian Church, Newton, 
on December 3rd. 

After the devotional service Miss 
M. E. Blake accompanied by her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Gordon, sang several se- 
lections which were much appreci- 
ated. 

The speaker, Mr. Orville Poland, of 
the Anti-Saloon League, gave a very 
interesting and instructive address on 
‘‘Prohibition as a Modern Outlook.” 
He said that “Massachusetts was 
fundamentally a Prohibition State 
since the organization of the colony. 
In order to maintain Prohibition there 
must he a renewed emphasis on the 
matter of education for Prohibition 
and Education go together and must 
not he separated. Then, too, there 
must he a right attitude of mind. 
Have independence not conformity. 
Approach a question of this kind ob- 
jectively and encourage an objective 
as if it had never been handled be- 
fore. Insist upon scientific definition 
of terms and he sure of the differ- 
ence between Abstinence and Tem- 
perance. We have Prohibition in or- 
der to make it just as hard as pos- 
sible for people to get Alcohol which 
is a habit forming drug and narcotic 
stronger than the will of the person 
who has it. 

“Prohibition is an economic impos- 
sibility for 90% of the people and has 
made indulgence in intoxicants ab- 
solutely impossible. If the theory is 
right it’s got to work and must he 
put into practice." 

Mr. Poland complimented the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union for their progressive thought 
and adaptability to meet the needs in 
the times when they exist. 

A brief question period followed. 
Mrs. Rebecca Cushing and Mrs. Hat- 
tie E. Schutts were hostesses and 
served refreshments during the so- 
cial hour. 


“The Quest of World Friendship,” 
the theme at the recent Young Peo- 
ple’s Conference, proved a very time- 
ly subject and evoked many thought- 
ful questions from the young people 
who attended this event which took 
place last Friday and Saturday at 
Central Church. 

After the opening worship servico 
and the welcome extended to the con- 
ference by Phillip Andress, president 
of the Y. P. Society of Central Church, 
the opening key address wa« given by 
Rev. Richard G. Preston of Grace 
Church, Newton. With many interest- 
ing illustrations, Mr. Preston showed 
how the world was once a group of 
isolated factions, then as peoples be- 
gan to expand and touch each other, 
friction developed. We are now liv- 
ing in this stage of World Friction. 
But world news Is now almost Instan- 
taneous; the word isolation referring 
to nations should he discontinued. 
World frictions are caused by self- 
satisfaction and unwillingness to 
learn and suspicion of the other fel- 
low’s motives. To have world friend- 
ship. we must develop trust in one 
another. Differences that exist should 
be viewed as positive assets. If we 
meet here as Christians, we have to 
face the fact that we are committed 
to world brotherhood through a com- 
mon Master. 

Mr. James H. Sheldon, formerly 
Secretary of the Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, spoke several times. He 
gave the technical reasons for wars, 
for world court, and for leagues of 
nations. He said that there will al- 
ways he disputes, hut that some way 
can he found to settle these between 
nations, as between individuals. We 
can learn to adjudicate and should he 
willing to try out some system for 
this purpose. The Kellogg pact, 
which has actually been signed, 
should hind us as a nation. He showed 
the futility of war, for it settles noth- 
ing: it merely proves which happens 
to he the stronger nation at a given 
period of history. In future wars 
there will he no non-combatants; all 
persons of a country will he involved. 
The cost of the World War was 37 
million casualities in men alone, but 
another cost even more important 
was the effect on the people in it, 
the loss in the nation of the higher 
moral values that come through peace. 
The recent depression, Mr. Sheldon 
believes, is largely due to the war. 
The state of things in Europe caused 
uncertainty and loss of credit because 
of the debts and other results that 
came from warfare. Every war in 
history has shown a period of infla- 
tion following it, then a period of de- 
pression. The world is inter-depen- 
dent economically. 

The informal forum Friday after- 
noon, when the young people re- 
quested that the forum he continued 
beyond the time set for its closing, 
was one of the interesting develop- 
ments. The questions of “true pa- 
triotism” and “conscientious objec- 
tors” were raised. When one of the 
young men present said that to him 
the law of Jesus was higher than the 
law of country, the audience clapped. 

The outstanding speeches Saturday 
were those of Paul Kiang, Chinese 
student, and Miss Vera Tsakova. Bul- 
garian student. Mr. Kiang, an intelli- 
gent thinker and pleasing personality, 
told his personal experiences in China 
with regard to Christianity. He had 
written against Christianity while in 
his school, for his father was a pro- 
fessor in a Chinese school that was 
steeped in the classics and Confuci- 
anism. But Mr. Kiang, while still a 
student, met a missionary and ques- 
tioned why such a man would he will- 
ing to leave home and come to a coun- 
try where he would he unpopular. 
Finally, Mr. Kiang discovered that 
Christ could change personality, and 
he adopted the new religion, in spite 
of the fact that friends and family 
cast him off temporarily. He said 
that American young people may not 
appreciate the power of Christ, be- 
cause they have always heard about 
it. 

Miss Tsakova, of Bulgaria, voted “a 
darling” by some of the girls at the 
Conference, was dynamic in her 
method of picturing Bulgaria, its trou- 
bles and its needs. She explained 
that it is trying out a most interest- 
ing new plan of a period of labor for 
one’s country, instead of a period of 
military service. Young men who 
serve their country in labor for a cer- 
tain time are put at work building 
bridges or other necessary construc- 
tions. and are welcomed and enter- 
tained royally by any community 
where they come to serve for a time. 

The Conference closed by the in- 
stallation of the new Y’oung People’s 
Council officers, who are as foflows: 
President, Constance Dort; vice-presi- 
dent, Eleanor Sturtevant; Treasurer, 
Leighton Harris; Publicity agent, Da- 
vid Felt; Secretary, Marion Hayes; 
Assistant Secretary, Warren Hilton.

FORESTRY PRIZE CONTEST. A 
splendid opportunity for Newton Club 
Juniors is offered in a contest, pri- 
marily conducted at this time as a 
tribute to George Washington, the 
"woodsman,” In whose honor “plant a 
tree” Is the slogan for this phase of 
recognition of a great man. There is 
no reason why in this city of so many 
Junior Clubs the prize should not be 
captured by one of them. Rules nnd 
some of the facts concerning the Con- 
test, which closes May 1, 1932, and 
which Is being offered by the Ameri- 
can Forestry Association, through the 
Conservation Division of the State 
Federation, Mrs. Robert Parmenter, 
chairman, are as follows: 

A prize is offered to the school, nnd 
also to the individual boy or girl 
who sends In the best notebook on 
Forestry. A prize will be given to 
the Club which is not only instrumen- 
tal in getting the project undertaken 
In the schools in its community, but In 
aiding it in its progress to a success- 
ful finish. Here Is the opportunity 
for a Junior Club. The Juniors, not 
having left the elementary schools so 
long ago should have influence in this 
direction, nnd also friends among the 
students of the sixth grades — possibly 
sisters or brothers therein — to whom 
the contest is open only. It was de- 
cided that children of sixth grade age 
were the ones whom it was wished 
should gain a better acquaintance 
with our forests. 

The contents of the book may con- 
sist of material on trees, their preser- 
vation, lumbering, inhabitants of the 
forest, leaves, wild flowers, birds, en- 
emies of the forest, uses of wood, 
poems, stories, maps, leaf prints, orig- 
inal drawings, etc. The three judg- 
ing points will be: 1. Material col- 
lected: 2. Organization of material; 
and 3. Beauty of design and construc- 
tion. 

The Superintendent of Schools must 
approve of the project in a school; 
and the contest may he carried on by 
teachers or by persons in charge of 
nature study. They may make their 
own decision as to how the material 
may he collected for the contents of 
the book, and whether or not it will 
be a class project or an individual one. 

It is the hope of those who are fos- 
tering this contest and interest in 
forests, with attendant knowledge and 
appreciation of conservation of nat- 
al resources, that those in charge 
of school activities, and especially the 
Superintendents, will not only realize 
how limited are some children’s Ideas 
of forests, hut how much they need 
to visualize things beyond the limits 
of city and town parks. To this end 
they will take interest in this method 
of educating children in these wonder- 
ful natural resources and beauty spots, 
and assist therein in this contest. 

While this opportunity is especially 
called to the attention of Junior Clubs 
as something really worthwhile to 
which they can turn their attention, 
it is also an opportunity for the senior 
clubs, whose Conservation and Educa- 
tion chairmen and committees may in- 
stigate the contest in their communi- 
ty and foster it by supplying material 
for the children to use. 

One method of arousing interest is 
suggested to any who consider taking 
up the project: to have a talk on for- 
estry to stimulate the minds of the 
children into action. The State Ex- 
tension Forester or men from the 
State Department of Conservation are 
available for this.

Community Service Club of West 
Newton 


A large and enthusiastic audience 
greeted Mr. Walter Pritchard Eaton 
who was the speaker at the meeting 
of the West Newton Community Serv- 
ice Club on Wednesday afternoon, De- 
cember 2nd, in the Unitarian Parish 
House. 

Mr. Eaton spoke on "Why Aren’t 
Motion Pictures Better?’’ and in his 
bright and witty manner kept the au- 
dience entertained as well as in- 
formed. Mr. Eaton claimed that the 
answer to this question is a long 
story, and lias many sides to it. The 
foremost reason is economic. Mo- 
tion pictures are so near at hand and 
"such a nice way to kill time.” Each 
house has at least two, and often 
three, changes of program each week, 
which makes an endless variety of en- 
tertainment. such as it is. 

A second and very important reason 
why motion pictures are not, and can- 
not be. better is the necessity for pro- 
ducing each year between six and 
seven hundred new pictures, to keep 
in operation the 17,000 cinema houses 
in this country. When, as Mr. Eaton 
stated, a dramatist often takes three 
years to write one play which will be- 
come artistically and financially suc- 
cessful. and when there are. at most, 
— only about ten or a dozen such 
plays produced in one year, obvious- 
ly it is physically impossible to write 
or produce six or seven hundred 
worthwhile vehicles for films. 

The theatre, which has been the 
origin of so many, if not of most of 
the really worthwhile film plays, has 
been hied white by motion pictures, 
and Mr. Eaton stated that in killing 
the legitimate drama the best source 
from which the motion picture draws 
both its plots and its players will he 
eliminated. Mechanical productions, 
such us motion pictures and radios 
must necessarily he, cannot train a 
voice to reach an audience, or to 
provide the personal contacts, as dra- 
matic plays can, and do, for which 
reason many of the best film players, 
now that speaking pictures have su- 
perseded the silent film, are those who 
have hud their training and experi- 
ence on the stage. 

Mr. Eaton deplored the fact that the 
young people, even to the children, 
are growing up with the ordinary film 
standard as the basis of their ideas 
of entertainment, and cited an in- 
stance which came to his knowledge 
of a child of nine years of age who 
could converse fluently on the lives, 
habits, and even the clothes of each 
motion picture star. This Mr. Eaton 
called a tragic beginning for uu out- 
look on worthwhile tilings in life. 

In the last analysis, discrimination 
must be the deciding factor in mak- 
ing motion pictures better, and when 
the public shows a demand for the 
best, and only the best, then, and 
then only, can a real improvement in 
motion pictures be expected. 

As an especially appropriate part of 
the program of the Club meeting pre- 
ceding the Christmas season, Mr. Ea- 
ton’s interesting and delightful talk 
was followed by a "Nativity Pageant” 
under the able direction of Mrs. W. 
S. Railsback, with music by the Club 
Chorus under the direction of Mrs. 
Marion Kingsbury. Mrs. Rnilsbnek’s 
name us director always insures a 
program of enjoyment, and the pag- 
eant fulfilled the anticipation of the 
Club members. The Christmas music 
by the newly-organized club chorus 
furnished a delightful part of the pro- 
gram.

nnd Mrs. Edwin S. Melcher. The out- 
standing feature of the whole event 
was the spirit of friendly hospitality 
which made the occasion a memorable 
one. 

About one hundred and fifty people 
attended the dinner arranged by Miss 
Louise Walworth, chairman, and oth- 
er members of the International com- 
mittee, held at the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club on Wednesday. Decem- 
ber 2nd. Many came In after the din- 
ner to hear the addresses of the eve- 
ning given by Dr. Sidney B. Fay, Pro- 
fessor of German History at Harvard 
University, on “The Outlook for Ger- 
many,” and by Herr von Tippelskirch, 
German Consul-General in Boston. 
Professor Brightman, of Boston Uni- 
versity presided, and. in introducing 
the speakers, spoke of his own recent 
observations on German life. 

Professor Fay, who is one of the 
foremost students of the present sit- 
uation in Germany, said that a great 
change has come over Germany, not 
only in university life, as indicated by 
Professor Brightman, hut in every as- 
pect. In fact, there is a new Ger- 
many today. In 1918, due to the dis- 
astrous outcome of the War, Germa- 
ny faced a terrible crisis. The sudden 
realization of defeat brought about re- 
sentment which upset the old order, 
but the more conservative group tri- 
umphed, and the threatened Red re- 
volt was put down. A new era of hope 
was ushered in with the new social 
order, and the Weimar Constitution 
was adopted as the background of the 
new republic. 

Professor Fay made the following 
interesting points for his hearers. In 
many ways, the German Constitution 
is much like our own. being a Fed- 
eration of 18 states, or lands as they 
are called. In actual practice, how- 
ever, their central government has 
much more power than ours. Further- 
more, their President is elected for a 
term of seven years. President von 
Hindenburg, the present head of the 
German Republic, is held in very high 
esteem, but for the last eight months, 
on account of the serious economic 
situation, he has practically ruled the 
country as a Dictator. As his term 
of office expires in 1932, nnd he is an 
octogenarian, the future is filled with 
much uncertainty. 

There are 23 political parties in 
Germany, hut the Social-Democrats 
form t'he largest single group. They 
are in favor of conciliation with 
France and have also planned an ex- 
tensive social welfare program. The 
Roman Catholic or National party is 
made up of many types, and includes 
peasants as well as professional 
groups. Bruening. the Chancellor, is 
its leader. These are the two main 
parties of government. Opposed to 
them are two others, the Communist 
party, and the National-Socialist, or 
the Nazis. The Communist party has 
direct relations with the Bolshevik! 
and has enjoyed a great increase in 
vote recently. The National-Socialist 
party, which is featured so much in 
American news today, has also had a 
great increase in strength lately. The 
famous Hitler is their leader, lie is a 
magnetic speaker of dynamic personal- 
ity, whose cause has been helped in no 
small measure by the present severe 
economic conditions. He advocates 
cancelling the reparations debts, ig- 
noring the Versailles Treaty, and 
withdrawing from the League. Pro- 
fessor Fay believes however, that if 
he were elected to power, he would 
probably become less radical ns has 
been the case with many other radi- 
cals. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
great Hitler movement has been the 
iact that Germany was practically 
forced to sign a blank check for rep- 
.aratious payments. After two years, 
Germany wasn't oven able to pay the 
minimum interest on these repara- 
tions. France then occupied the Ruhr, 
aaid .a terrible period ensued for Ger- 
many, due to inflation and to the fall 
of the mark. The Dawes plan cleared 
the atmosphere, and Germany was 
aide .to pay reparations for five years’ 
by harrowing for it. The social wel- 
fare (program also took huge sums of 
money, and even payments under the 
Dawes plan couldn’t ho continued, so 
the Yaiuig plan was evolved, which 
did away with an indefinite sum to 
be paid over an indefinite period of 
years. But in June 1931, due to the 
withdrawal of loans by foreign pow- 
ers, Germany was again in difficulty, 
aud Mr. Hoover proposed the present ( 
moratorium. 

In order to achieve a satisfactory j 
solution, further reduction in repara- J 
lions will be necessary, and it is Pro- 
fessor Fay's opinion tliut the United 
States should cancel the Inter-Allied 
debts so that the Allies ill turn can 
cancel the conditional reparations. 
Under these conditions, Germany 
should be able to pay the uncondi- 
tional reparations and the private 
debts she has contracted in recent 
years. It would ho to the United 
States’ advantage to do this, as it 
would release new buying power in 
Europe. In conclusion, Dr. Fay said 
that the situation in Germany is dis- 
tinctly uneasy, and one cannot tell 
which way it is going to turn. 

The truth of this statement was fur- 
ther borne out by Herr von Tippels- 
kirch, who said that the paramount 
question ill Germany is whether the 
present economic order can hold to- 
gether long enough to enable the po- 
litical powers m restore the situation. 

TIu* meeting closed with a discus- 
sion period, when many questions 
were asked from the floor, and inter- 
esting points were brought out by 
both speakers.

TELLS HOW TO MAKE 
USE OF LEISURE TIME 

“Leisure. For What?” was the sub- 
ject of the address by Mrs. Fred L. ' 
Pigeon. Chairman of the Department 
of Education of the General Federa- 
tion of Women s Clubs, at the after- 1 
noon session of the monthly Church I 
Day of the Woman’s Association of 
the Newtonville Methodist Church, on ' 
Thursday of last week. The home 
has long since ceased to be the cen- 
ter of industry in this machine age. ! 
said she. leaving the housewife with | 
much leisure time which should be 
planned the same as working hours, 
and as Dean Inge has said, our souls 
are dyed the color of our leisure 
thoughts. There are numerous fields 
offering avocations to women. Both 
in music and in the drama one should 
sponsor the best. The singing of 
foreign operas in English should he j 
encouraged in this country. The ' 
translating of an opera into the lan- i 
gauge of the country in which it is 
rendered is peculiar only to America. 

Mrs. Pigeon, who is the only woman 
on the Boston School Committee, 
speaks with authority when she says 
that a woman is needed on every 
school committee. All children are 
horn free and equal, theoretically, but 
they differ morally, mentally and 
physically. No one could have a 
keener understanding of their require- 
ments than the mother. A woman 
with leisure time can fix the respon- 
sibility for all activities in our schools 
and make sure that they are doing 
their best for the children. 

The field of legislation should at- 
tract the woman of leisure. There 
are numerous Instances where women 
have entered this work by accepting 
offices formerly held by their de- 
ceased husbands. Such positions won 
through campaigning mean great 
strain and toward the end a form 
of nausea from constantly talking 
about one’s self. There will he many 
unkind thrusts as well. A woman en- 
tering public service should possess 
the patience of Job and the wisdom 
of Solomon. 

A Hindu lecturer recently said that 
the American people have too heavy 
calendars. They need to he taught 
mental poise. It Is true that In this 
country there is more leisure time 
than elsewhere and, lacking the cour- 
age of our convictions, we choose our 
recreation according to the fashion, 
the same as we choose our clothes 
with little enough thought of real 
culture, service or power. Edna St. 
Vincent Millay in one of her poems 
likens this lack of poise to burning 
the candle at both ends, which gives 
a lovely light but doesn’t last. 

The command “Judge not that ye 
be not judged” from the Scripture 
reading called forth an incident told 
the speaker by the headmaster of a 
well known boys’ school. The mother 
of two brothers in the school was so 
much occupied with activities outside 
the home that she neglected her sons 
altogether, never wrote them or sent 
gifts as other mothers did. This neg- 
lect embarrassed the hoys to such an 
extent that they adopted the plan of 
going into the village and mailing 
gifts to themselves. 

The story was told to show that we 
must not be too hasty in our judg- 
ment of the acts of others.

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Business Men Conclude Scout 

Course With Overnight Trip 

Eighty Men Attended Camp Affair Where Each Patrol Shared 
In Entertainment 


As the sun was setting over Lake 
Quinapoxet in West Rindge, N. H., 
last Saturday afternoon, a cavalcade 
of automobiles from Newton drove 
through the wooded road into Camp 
Quinapoxet, where the final, over- 
night session of the Norumbega Coun- 
cil Boy Scout training course was 
held. By four o’clock eighty men of 
the Course were there, with packs 
and equipment, ready for climax of 
the successful training course. By 
Patrols they were assigned to cabins 
and immediately mado ready for the 
night. 

The big mess hall of the Camp, 
brightly lighted and with a roaring 
fire in the huge fire-place was the 
scene of merriment and good cheer, 
when the men assembled there for 
final instructions and for detail assign- 
ments. One Patrol was assigned to 
help the kitchen force, headed by 
John M. Bierer, Treasurer of the 
Council and Scoutmaster of the Train- 
ing Course, as cook. His helpers were 
Maynard Hutchinson, President of 
the Council, who excels at peeling 
onions. Scoutmaster W. P. Harris, 
who shines at cooking as well 
as telling tall stories of his woods 
experiences, and Scouter Jim Wal- 
ton. 

Another Patrol had built a big out- 
door fire-place, hunter’s style, and 
had a huge fire shooting its flames 
high, preparatory to a barbecue sup- 
per. There, the steaks were grilled 
for hot steak sandwiches; when the 
cooks were ready, the men lined up 
and received rations of tasty, melting 
steak sandwiches, coffee, apple pie 
and cheese. They stood around, in 
the flickering light of the fire, with 
stars brilliantly picked out in the 
heavens and the thin crescent of a 
new moon as the only illumination. 

After cleaning up and doing the 
final camp chores, all gathered again 
in the big mess hall, with Senior Pa- 
trol Leader O. A. Kitterman, leader 
of the course and affectionately 
known to the Troop as "Kit.” There 
were a few serious words about 
Scouting and Course — just a touch to 
start the group thinking, as has been 
the policy throughout the entire pe- 
riod — and then Patrols put on their 
stunts. 

The Ram Patrol of the Auburndale 
group started the evening by exhibit- 
ing their paces as "mechanical” doll 
soldiers. All were dressed for the 
part, in striking, home-made uni- 
forms, with wooden poles and they 
went through their manoeuvres in 
stiff-legged doll fashion to the tune 
"March of the Wooden Soldiers,” 
changing as the “captain” blew his 
whistle. By the way, it was one of 
tills same Patrol who appeared 
"dressed for dinner," in full dress 
coat and vest, with khaki shorts for 
leg-wear. He was greeted with howls 
of derision (as he fully expected to 
be). 

The Crows of Highlands and Newton 
staged an indoor circus with all of 
the stunts, even to the strong man 
and his “acrobatic” partner. 

The Owls of Newton Centre staged 
a minstrel show, complete even to 
black face, ending up with an original 
song. 

The Niprnuk Patrol of the Centre, 
named for the Indian tribe which 
roamed our Nobscot Reservation, 
staged an Intercollegiate track meet, 


from the bleacherites’ angle, going 
through all the pantomime. 

The Cuckoos put on a charade, de- 
picting their interpretation of the 
word Norumbega. 

The Wabanaki, of Waban, bur- 
lesqued certain phases of the train- 
ing course and members of the Troop 
staff, followed by an interpretation 
of the Scoutmaster telling a Munchau- 
sen-like story of how he killed a 
panther, or escaped from one un- 
armed and unharmed. 

The Eagles put on the "Murder in 
the Light House” much to the amuse- 
ment of the Troop. The Nobscot 
closed with the “Indian Horse Thief.” 

Following, Kit introduced Mr. H. 
V. Kudlich, Scout Executive of the 
Cambridge Council, jvhose camp had 
been loaned to us; as having the 
proper and sufficient facilities for the 
over-night hike. He spoke of crafts 
at camp, including the use of sap- 
lings, birch roots and horn for mak- 
ing of gadgets and gifts. This was 
followed by motion pictures of the 
1931 season at Camp Quinapoxet. 

The balance of the evening was 
spent in informal group discussions 
around the Are and in a cabin. 

Shortly after midnight, all lights 
were out and soon snores resounding 
over the country-side and shivering 
through the thick hemlocks indicated 
a night being well-spent. 

About six o’clock, the cook and 
his staff turned out and soon aroma- 
tic odors began to emanate from the 
kitchen. By six-thirty more were up 
and at seven all were out in full 
force. Some of the courageous hero- 
es did more than broke the ice on 
the lake, which was four inches thick 
to wash and clean up in; they brought 
out shaving kits and used the icy wa- 
ter for shaving — among this group 
was Mayor Weeks. At eight o’clock 
came the call to breakfast and the 
men sat down to oranges, oatmeal 
with cream, country sausage with 
scrambled eggs, bran muffins, mar- 
malade, doughnuts and coffee, a 
filling breakfast for a strenuous day. 
Breakfast was followed with a short 
service, led by Patrol Leader of the 
Owls. Then the men cleaned up 
cabins and packed their kits. Upon re- 
assembly, there was discussion and 
question period, followed by an "ob- 
stacle race” involving getting 
through unharmed an electric fence 
highly charged, after each Patrol lad 
succeeded in burning n string which 
impeded the way. Afterwards, with 
the loss of only one man who was 
electrocuted by falling on the fence, 
they ran and slipped across the ice 
to the next obstacle which was 
"chasm, three thousand feet deep.” 
This they had to cross by any means 
possible. Here one man, keen on 
knowing the exact width, proceeded 
to pace it and was immediately de- 
clared killed! 

At ten o’clock, each Patrol reported 
on a Scout subject which had been 
assigned to it, as a commission re- 
port. 

During this time, the cook had been 
barbecuing on the big open fire out 
of doors four suckling pigs. As the 
men were seated for dinner, these 
pigs, wreathed with garlands of pine 
and hemlock, were borne steaming 
to the tables. Fixin’s were browned 
potatoes, parsnips, cranberry sauce, 
pickles and a luscious dessert of rice,

In these times when it is so easy 
to turn the dial and hear excellent 
male chorus singing over the radio, 
there is, nevertheless, a certain satis- 
faction in visualizing a body of stal 
wart men. seventy strong, render a 
concert of the excellence which char- 
acterizes this Newton organization. 

Judging from the number of men 
on the stage, the club is larger than 
it has ever been before. 

The body of the house was well filled 
with an enthusiastic gathering, who, 
by their spontaneity, not only encour- 
aged the chorus and the soloist, but 
gave expression to real enjoyment on 
their part. 

The program, as usual, was well 
chosen, opening with Bullard's famous 
"Winter Song.” This arrangement, 
though familiar to most audiences be- 
cause of its frequent use, is never 
hackneyed when done with the en- 
thusiasm and verve which character- 
ized it.

The newly elected of- 
fiers are — Andrew J. Ford of Ford 
Market, president; Tohn Dewey of 
Dewey Market, and J. M. Snider of 
the Paramount Theater, vice presi- 
dents; George L. White of the New 
ton Trust Company, treasurer. 

President Laurence Frederick was 
in charge of the meeting. The secre- 
tary’s report was read by Watson Ba- 
ker and the treasurer’s report by 
Robert Sproule, in the absence of 
Treasurer George White. 

It was voted to donate $25 to the 
Newton Welfare Bureau, in addition 
to donations already made by individ- 
ual members of the associates. Presi- 
dent Frederick reported that the or- 
ganization had been requested to join 
in the movement to ask the City Gov- 
ernment to convert the Chaffin house 
on Vernon street, Newton, into a chil- 
dren’s library. This building and its 
accompanying grounds was pur- 
suit joj Xrd ain Xq jiwX }sei pasuip 
purpose, but it lias lain idle since. 
This matter was referred to the exec- 
utive committee of the Business As- 
sociates. 

It was voted to have a large Christ- 
mas tree at Newton Corner provided 
a proper location can be obtained for 
it. City officials had suggested that the 
big tree be placed on Washington st., 
in front of the Stevens Buliding and 
near the sidewalk. Members were of 
the opinion that such a location would 
not be effective and would cause a 
traffic hazard. 

President-elect Ford urged the 
members to continue their efforts to 
have the city provide a proper park- 
ing area at Newton Corner and to 
emphasize the desirability of Newton 
Corner as a shopping centre. 


Saco-Lowell Shops To 
Move In Spring Of ’32 

The Directors of Saco-Lowell Shops 
have voted to consolidate the manu- 
facturing operations now carried on 
in Newton Upper Falls, Mass., into 
Biddeford and Saco. Maine. 

The company has acquired several 
large buildings of the York Plant in 
Saco which are adjacent to its pres- 
ent plant in Biddeford and separated 
from it only by a channel of the Saco 
River which can he bridged easily at 
this point. These buildings which are 
in excellent condition and suitable for 
the purpose contain about the same 
floor area as the buildings in New- 
ton Upper Falls, exclusive of the foun- 
dry. For a moderate expenditure the 
big and well-equipped foundry in Bid- 
deford can be enlarged sufficiently to 
provide ample capacity for the con- 
solidated shops’ requirements of cast- 
ings. 

The productive capacity of the com- 
pany will not be lessened by the move. 
On the contrary, its ability to serve 
the industry will be strengthened. 

The Biddeford plant is much larger 
than the plant in Newton Upper Falls. 
The consolidation of the smaller plant 
with the larger one and the concen- 
tration of equipment and personnel in- 
to one location, and particularly into 
one foundry, will greatly increase the 
efficiency and economy of manufac- 
turing and result in large and perma- 
nent operating savings. 

The consolidation has been careful- 
ly planned and will he carried through 
rapidly and in a methodical and or- 
derly manner. There will be no in- 
terference with the present small vol- 
ume of current business. It is ex- 
pected that the consolidation will be 
virtually completed sometime in April 
of next year.

Local Man Is Named 
Head Of Building Dept. 

Mayor Appoints Mr. If. A. Hagcnian 
As Commissioner 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen held cn Wednesday 
night a communication was received 
from Mayor Weeks announcing the 
appointment of Harry A. Hageman of 
137 Allerton road, Newton Highlands, 
as Public Building Commissioner to 
succeed Cecil Chadwick who resigned 
on October 1st. 

The following information regard- 
ing Mr. Hageman was issued from 
the office of the Mayor: 

"Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton 
yesterday appointed Harry A. Hage- 
man, well-known civil engineer, to the 
office of Public Building Commission- 
er to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation on September 24th of Ce- 
cil C. Chadwick. The appointment was 
submitted to the Newton Board of 
Aldermen at a special meeting last 
evening, and, in accordance with city 
charter requirements, confirmation 
was held over for two weeks. 

"Mr. Hageman, who has been em- 
ployed for 18 years as an engineer by 
the Stone & Webster Engineering 
Corporation, has had an unusually 
broad and varied experience In build- 
ing construction and civil engineering 
work. During the World War he was 
released by Stone & Webster to take 
charge of all plant construction, of- 
fice buildings, shops, docks, etc., for 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion. The Squantum plant, at Fore 
River, was one of the big projects 
carried on under his direction. 

“He was graduated from Cornell 
University and is a member of the 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers and 
of the American Society of Civil En- 
gineers. For 14 years he has been 
a resident of Newton, a citizen and 
property owner, at present living at 
137 Allerton road. Newton Highlands. 
He is married and has one son, a stu- 
dent in the John W. Weeks Junior 
High School.” 

Mr. Hageman is 54 years of age. 

Many City Employees 
To Work Half Time 

Last Friday an order was issued by 
Mayor Weeks to have 200 employees 
of the Newton Street Department put 
on half time until further notice. The 
laborers affected work on the high- 
way, sewer and forestry divisions. 
Last year about half this number were 
placed on half time and the preced- 
ing year 110 men were so affected. Be- 
cause of seasonal conditions it would 
have been necessary to have laid off 
100 laborers for the winter and it 
was deemed better by the mayor to 
give 200 men part time employment 
rather than to have 100 remain idle 
all winter. This is the earliest date 
for several years that the half time 
schedule has been put into effect. 

There is considerable dissatisfaction 
among many of the laborers placed 
on reduced time because of the fact 
that some of the men affected have 
been in the employ of the Street De- 
partment for periods totalling 10 and 
12 years, while other employees of 
the Department who are kept at full 
time have been on but a couple of 
years. The men so favored have been 
given special ratings such as team- 
sters, chauffeurs and the like and it 
is claimed that some of them are 
working as laborers.

OLD HUNNEWELL 

RECORD IS TIED 


A sixteen-year-old New England 
bowling record made by the Hunne- 
well Club team of 1915 was tied on 
Wednesday night in n Newton league 
match at the Commercial Club in 
Brockton. The Commercial Club team 
howling against the 1931 Hunnewell 
Club tenm turned the trick. Inciden 
tally but one member of this yenr’s 
Hunnewell tenm Harry Dexter howled 
in the match with the B. A. A. in 1915 
when the high total pinfall of 3089 
was reached. 

In 1915 the Hunnewell Club tenm 
was composed of Arthur Wellington, 
Alfred Paul, George Harris, Harry 
Learnard and Harry Dexter.

TWO IMPORTANT MATTERS 

There will be two matters discussed at some length before 
the next meeting of the School Committee which are of great 
importance. One is the matter of alleged competition of the 
vocational school with local business men. We do not need 
to mention the importance of a severe restriction to this prac- 
tice with searching inquiry into the reasons for later requests 
for additional equipment. The second matter regards the 
equipment of the Bigelow School at Newton as a full-fledged 
junior high school. Residents of Wards 1 and 7 have been 
active recently in agitating this step. The need is apparent 
and we believe the committee will take due consideration of 
the matter in presenting its plans for next year’s financial 
needs. 


Efforts to induce the officials of the Saco-Lowell Shops to 
retain the Newton Upper Falls plant have failed. The loss 
of this industry is to be regretted. Inasmuch as the number of 
local residents employed by this concern is comparatively 
small the removal of this plant to Maine will have less in- 
jurious effect upon the local unemployment situation than 
would otherwise be the case. 


ONCE AGAIN 

Once again we are impelled to call attention to the fact 
that although covers on the garbage trucks are provided they 
are not being used at times. While the result is not as dis- 
agreeable perhaps, as in warm weather, it is unpleasant and 
odorous, to say the least.

MAYOR WEEKS 

URGES ECONOMY 


At a meeting of Department heads 
yesterday Mayor Weeks emphasized 
that Newton’s tax rate will be higher 
next year unless strict economy is 
practised. He predicted that Newton 
will have to pay higher State, County 
and Metropolitan taxes the coming 
year, that its receipts from Income 
Taxes will be much less and that the 
removal of the Saco-Lowell plant from 
Newton Upper Falls will cause a 
heavy’ loss in tax revenue. The May- 
or said in paxt: — 

(“With this situation facing us," 
Mayor Weeks said, "I want to ask 
every department head to co-operate 
with me to the fullest extent. I had 
felt sure that we would be able next 
year to maintain our present low tax 
rate and had even hoped that rigid 
economy on our part might even re- 
duce it, but now there is a possibility 
that an increase will have to come 
unless extraordinary economy is prac- 
ticed in all departments. 

“Salary* increases are absolutely out 
of the picture. We must do the nec- 
essary’ things, but we can pass up all 
frills arid extras. Analysis of depart- 
ment accounts as of December 1st, 
shows that balances are left in many 
accounts. This is a creditable show- 
ing. Most of this money can be turned 
back into our treasury and will assist 
us in the coming year. 

“No matter how good a job we 
do in Newton, regardless of the econ- 
omy we practice, we have to pay the 
State, County and Metropolitan taxes 
and the whole ‘apple cart’ could be 
tipped over by State extravagance of 
which we are obliged to share our 
part. Therefore, it is our duty to bal- 
ance the expected advance in our 
costs of government by exercising 
rigid economy.”

PROTEST GIVING JOBS 
TO NON-RESIDENTS 


Much criticism is heard throughout 
the city over the employment given 
as janitors in Newton schools to two 
Waltham men while hundreds of long 
time residents of this city are idle 
and in needy circumstances. The two 
men are Joseph McAuliffe of 17 Gil- 
bert street, Waltham, and George 
Hewitt, formerly of Waltham, hut 
who on September 10 moved to 
Newtonville. 

McAuliffe. who is a member of the 
Waltham Police Department as a re- 
serve patrolman, has been employed 
at the High School. He was first em- 
ployed there on February 10th of this 
year as an emergency janitor. On 
September 14 of this year he was 
again employed as a fireman at the 
school and on September 23 the Civil 
Service Commission was requested to 
authorize the continuance of his serv- 
ices in this capacity for 10 more days. 
On September 30 the Newton School 
Department requested that authoriza- 
tion be given to continue McAuliffe at 
work for 30 days as a janitor. The 
Waltham man has continued at work 
in the Newton High School since. 

Hewitt, who was officially listed at 
Waltham City Hall as a resident of 
that city on April 1st in 1928, 1929, 
1930 and 1931, was first employed as 
a temporary laborer by the Newton 
School Department on December 2, 
1929, for a period of two weeks. Sub- 
sequently he was given employment 
for short periods. On August 31st 
of this year he was appointed a tem- 
porary janitor at the Weeks junior 
high school for a period of 30 days 
and he has been kept at work there 
since. On December 3rd the Civil 
Service Commission notified the New- 
ton School Department to discharge 
Hewitt as a list of eligibles from 
the last examination for janitor in 
City of Newton buildings had become 
available. 

Early in September complaints 
were made to Secretary George Kel- 
lar of the Newton School Department 
regarding the employment of Hewitt 
and on October 8 a complaint wus 
made to the Civil Service Commission 
regarding the employment of McAu- 
liffe.

ABOUT TOWN

The large stone mansion on Isling- 
ton road. Aulmrndale, completely de- 
stroyed by fire on the night of De- 
cember 8, lmd an interesting history. 
It was erected about 60 years ago by 
E. D. Winslow, who developed consid- 
erable property at Auburndale. Wins- 
low was a prominent figure in the 
life of Newton and Boston in those 
days. A brilliant talker and writer, 
he represented the Town of Newton 
in the legislature nnd for a time he 
was conspicuous in the Boston news- 
paper field. He started the Boston 
Evening Times, the first lc newspa- 
per in the Huh. Later he negotiated 
for the purchase of the Boston Post 
from Colonql Green and shortly af- 
terwards he went from Boston to 
Buenos Aires, Argentine, where he be- 
came the owner of the “Buenos Aires 
Hernld" which, eventually became 
the leading newspaper of South Amer- 
ica. Winslow lmd a building erected 
in the benutiful capital of the Argen- 
tine which had few equals in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Soon after the mansion was built 
by Winslow it was purchased by 
Royal M. Pulsifer, fourth mayor of 
Newton, who served in 1S80 nnd 1881. 
Mr. Pulsifer was born at Chestnut 
Hill in 1843 and died at Auburndale 
in 1S8S. He was a part-owner of the 
BOSTON HERALD, a director in Bos- 
ton hanks, one of those who assisted 
in founding the Newton Cottage Hos- 
pital and the Newton Club and an 
original member of the Swedenbor- 
gian Church at Newtonville. 

About 8 years ago the mansion was 
acquired by some Boston men who 
started a resort there under the name 
the “Castle Inn Club.” The social 
activities at this club became too hec- 
for people residing in the vicinity 
and following a number of complaints 
the place was raided by the Newton 
police. The manager of the club was 
hailed into the Newton court and Ills 
trial, which was giveii sensational 
publicity by Boston newspapers, last- 
several days. The closing of the 
Castle Inn Club followed. 

This year the building was taken 
irer to be used as a private school for 
under the name “Langer 
School.” The career of the man who 
built the structure was dramatic. The 
end of the mansion with its varied 
history was dramatic.

If, in future political contests in 
this city you receive cards or circu- 
lars alleged to be signed by promi- 
nent men and women residents of the 
Newtons, before you take such cam- 
paign literature seriously, ascertain, 
whether or not the citizens whose 
names appear on the cards or circu- 
lars have given permission for their 
alleged endorsements. Prior to the 
recent election in this city thousands 
of cards were distributed in the in- 
terests of certain candidates.

We 
spoke with three persons whose 
names were included in the Ward 1 
list and each stated that the name 
was used without the knowledge of 
the owner. The names of two others 
in this list were those of persons 
who do not reside in the Ward. A 
prominent resident of Ward 2 whose 
name appeared on these cards, has in 
writing indignantly repudiated the 
use of his name ■without authority. 
*Of course, the persons responsible for 
the printing and distribution of the 
ards would not knowingly resort to 
picayune politics. Someone must 
have just made a mistake. 


That Terrible Toot! 

There’s nothing that puts the fear 
of the law in our hearts as effectively 
as a traffic policeman’s whistle. One 
long shrill blast and our blood con- 
geals. Even a stumbling pedestrian, 
whose conscience is clear, will stand 
rooted to the spot. The driver, never 
too sure he is pleasing the cops by his 
manner of operating, will halt his bus 
with a grinding jounce and wait for 
reprimand. The attention of the 
rest of the world is centered breath- 
lessly on the outcome. 

Such has grown to lie the power of 
a traffic policeman’s whistle. For that 
reason I was greatly interested to see 
its effect on a social gathering of 
about 100 young and old of both sexes, 
The master of ceremonies I knew to 
he a man of unlimited resources. Noth- 
ing that he does surprises me. Nev- 
ertheless I went through the inevita- 
ble emotions when he blew a police- 
man’s whistle to command attention. 
If the others who heard it were ns 
temporarily petrified as I they didn’t 
grasp, at least for a minute, the words 
that followed. They knew it was some 
kind of an announcement, but the 
sensation produced by the shrill and 
penetrating toot must have thrown 
them off their balance. 

However, the clever master of cere- 
monies knew exactly what he was do- 
ing. His intention was to get his au- 
dience in hand without delay. He 
knew he could not do so by merely 
clapping his hands or shouting, "La- 
dies and gentlemen.” With his keen 
mind he was fully aware of the diffi- 
culty in quelling the conversational 
riot without force. Therefore he re- 
sorted to the one instrument that is 
more compelling of obedience than a 
red light, an angry voice or even a big 
stick. 

I never have observed a crowd of 
dancers respond so promptly. The 
whistle caused the same reaction in 
this select gathering as it would in a 
traffic-congested public square. All 
talk, all movement and for a time all 
smiles cased abruptly. It seemed a 
bit incongruous when the whistle’s 
blasts were followed by a pleasant in- 
vitation for everybody to join hands 
in a circle and dance merrily and 
lightly over the polished floor. After 
a while the dancers became used to 
the whistle and lost some of their 
dread. Eventually they displayed gay 
spirits and a lightness of heart. Never 
once, however, did they fail to re- 
spond without a second’s delay. The 
master-of-ceremonies had all the au- 
thority of traffic policeman which is 
equivalent to saying lie is a King 
in his own right.

Ludlow God.soe, Jr., 21 of Linden 
street, Brookline was sentenced to 
serve one year in the Middlesex Coun- 
ty Jail by Judge Bacon in the New- 
ton Court yesterday. Godsoe ap- 
pealed and was held in $1000 hail. 
Chester Farrell, 22, also of Linden 
street, Brookline who confessed to 
participation in the crime for which 
Godsoe was sentenced, was held for 
tin* Grand Jury. Godsoe was rear- 
rested and turned over to the Brook- 
line police charged with bag snatch- 
ing in that town. 

Farrell confessed to having snatched 
a handbag containing money and 
checks on the night of December 8 
from Evelyn Pope, a nurse residing 
at 70 Waban Park, Newton as the 
woman left her home. As Farrell and 
his companions speeded away in un 
automobile, the car tipped over as 
was driven around a corner on Waban 
street Through the registration num- 
bers on the car it* was traced to a 
Brookline renting company from 
whom Godsoe had hired it that day. 
Although Farrell confessed that God- 
soe was with him in the car, Godsoe 
claimed that the car had been stolen 
from him and tliut Furrell implicated 
him because of Jeulousy over Godsoe’s 
alleged attentions to Farrell's wife. 
Farrell's futher testified tliut Godsoe 
hud told him in the court house lobby 
thut he wus with his son, but Godsoe 
denied this. 


The sudden death of Emerson Stod- 
dard last week removed a familiar 
figure from our midst. Mr. Stoddard 
was a native oi North Brookfield and 
served in the Civil War. He had been 
a resident of Newtonville for the past 
8 years and took an active interest 
in the affairs of Charles Ward Post.

When Presi- 
dent Hoover arrived in Newtonville 
in 1928, during the Presidential cam- 
paign, Mr. Stoddard was one of those 
who greeted him at the Newtonville 
railroad station. He was invited to 
accompany Mr. Hoover’s escort to 
Boston and was given a seat on the 
platform at Boston Common near that 
of the President.

INTERESTED IN HOME FOR AGED 
PEOPLE 


Mr. S. T. Emery of Newton Centre 
is interested in t lie Attleboro Home 
for Aged People, situated at Attle- 
boro Springs, Mass. This institution 
is one of the charities of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. Mr. Emery 
is vice president of the corporation. 

Mr; Emery says that this institu- 
tion is admirably adapted to its pur- 
pose. Situated in the midst of a 
tract of 135 acres of beautiful land 
and housed in a magnificent field stone 
building, it is able to care for 111 
aged persons. However, due to its 
newness and lack of advertising, it 
has only 55 boarders at the present 
time. With characteristic energy, 
Mr. Emery is hoping to have the in- 
stitution come up to more nearly its 
capacity. 

Mr. Emery says, “There are 225.- 
000 people in Massachusetts, 65 years 
of age or over. City and town agen- 
cies and the State Old Age Assistance 
Act are estimated to provide for 
about 12,000 persons who have very 
little means of support. In uddition 
to this, there are 122 Homes for the 
Aged under various auspices which 
provide for about 4,000 more people. 


POLICE NEWS 


Richard Desmarais, 18. of Green- 
wood avenue, West Newton, was 
given ,a suspended sentence of two 
years in jail by Judge Gibbs in the 
Superior Court at Cambridge last Fri- 
day and ordered to pay $50 for the 
expenses of prosecution. Demarais 
was found guilty of having stolen an 
automobile at Waltham. He tele- 
phoned a Newton taxi company to tow 
a car. which he claimed was his, from 
Waltham to a barn at West Newton. 

John DlLofll, formerly of Nevada 
street, Newtonville, and latterly of 
Hawaii, appeared in the Newton 
court on Saturday on a charge over 
5 years old which accused him of a 
serious offence against a young girl. 
DlLofll was arrested last week at No- 
nantum by Patrolman Jenkins who 
recognized him as he returned to this 
city on a visit. Because the girl 
ugainst whom the offence was alleged 
to have been committed could not 
be located the case was dismissed. 

Leslie McCormick, 33, of Willard 
street, Quincy, was in the Newton 
court last Saturday charged with hav- 
ing departed from the scene of an 
accident without making himself 
known. It is alleged that on the night 
of November 8 McCormick met Ger- 
trude Carberry. 20. of Brackett street, 
Brighton, in Boston and offered to 
take her home in his automobile. Ac- 
cording to the girl’s testimony, Mc- 
Cormick drove his car along Common- 
wealth avenue towards the Newtons 
instead of towards her home and she 
opened the door of the car and 
stepped on the running board. That 
was the last she remembered until 
she recovered consciousness in a hos- 
pital. The girl was found lying on 
Commonwealth avenue by Patrolman 
Turner of the Newton police. She had 
a fractured jaw, a broken nose, a 
number of teeth knocked out and oth- 
er injuries. 

Grace Tirrell of Framingham and 
Helen Moran of Hopkinton testified 
that they were riding in a car follow- 
ing that in which the Carberry girl 
was riding. They saw the girl step 
onto the running board and then saw 
a hand reach from the car and push 
the girl onto the street. McCormick 
testified that he never had seen the 
Carberry girl until she came to the 
office at the South Station in Boston 
where he is employed with Patrolman 
Turner. The girl identified McCor- 
mick as the person she had ridden 
with on the night she was injured. 
The Tirrell and Moran girls had ob- 
tained the registration numbers on 
the car from which the girl was 
hurled and on this clue McCormick 
was arrested as the alleged driver of 
the car. Judge Maloney of Ayer w’ho 
presided at the hearing continued the 
case until December 19. 

Samuel Magazzu. 16. of 184 Califor- 
nia street, Nonantum. was arrested 
last Friday charged with entering the 
Bigelow School at Newton and steal- 
ing groceries and some money. He 
was held in $5000 bail for trial on De- 
cember 18. It is alleged that Ray- 
mond Bertrand of Williams street, 
Newton, was implicated in the burg- 
lary with Magazzu. 

Emilio Valente, 25, of 17 William 
street, West Newton, was in the New- 
ton court last Saturday charged with 
attempted burglary at the fruit store 
of Anthony Medaglia on Washington 
street, West Newton. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to serve on year 
in the Middlesex County jail. Val 
ente was accused of having attempted 
to enter the store early on the mor- 
ning of December 10, but he was 
frightened away before he succeeded. 

A new r rule has been put into effect 
at Newton police headquarters by ol- 
der of Chief Hughes. Heretofore, in 
past years, newspaper reporters 
could peruse the “blotter" which was 
kept on the booking desk at police 
headquarters. The “blotter” is a large 
day-book or journal in which are 
entered the names and addresses of 
all persons arrested and the offence 
or offences with which they are 
charged. In it also are entered re- 
ports of fires, stolen cars, complaints 
ugainst barking and biting dogs and 
such items. 

Some months ago the members of 
the press were informed that they 
were to be denied the privilege of look- 
ing at the “blotter.” The reason given 
was that the constant handling of the 
book by a number of persons caused 
it to become worn and dirty. One 
lawyer had demanded that the “blot- 
ter” be taken to the Superior Court 
at East Cambridge as evidence in a 
case and it was contended that the 
book was untidy in appearance. Also, 
police ofllcials claim that some news- 
paper reporters by giving publicity to 
certain arrests retard the work of 
the police in apprehending other 
criminals. 

Chief of Police Hughes says that 
the newspaper men will be given all 
the information that can be given 
without interfering with the proper 
functioning of the police department. 
He also says that other police depart- 
ments huve not permitted reporters to 
have access to “blotters." Asked if 
the exclusion of the “blotter" from 
the gaze of the newspaper men will 
result in the names of any persons 
arrested for driving cars while under 
the influence of liquor, or for other 
violations of uutomobile law-s, being 
withheld from reporters. Chief 
Hughes stated emphatically "No.”

As a result. Miss Julia M. Enegess. 
president of the association has sent 
the following letter to Mayor Weeks: 
Dear Mayor Weeks: 

At the request of the Ward 1 Im- 
provement Association I am advising 
you that the Association unanimously 
voted, at a recent meeting, its appro- 
val of the plan for the improvement 
of parking facilities at Newton Square 
submitted by the Newton Business As- 
sociation. i.e.. the taking of the land 
by the city, included within the area 
surrounded by Pearl Court, east side 
of Bacon street and Pearl street, in- 
cluding the three houses on Pearl 
Street between Pearl Court and Bacon 
Street, and the laying out of this area 
for parking purposes. 

The Association also voted to op- 
pose the taking of the so-called Opera 
House property for parking space, as 
it believes the first named area suffi- 
cient for present purposes, and that 
the taking of any further land at this 
location and at this time, until the 
first named plan has proved insuffi- 
cient. is both impractical and unnec- 
essary.

RECENT EVENTS 
Twelfth District 
Legislative Conference 

The first Legislative Conference of 
the year for the Twelfth District of 
the Massachusetts Stute Women’s 
Clubs was held on Friduy, December 
lltli, ut the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club, under the direction of Mrs. Har- 
riet Russell Hurt, chuirmuu of the 
Legislative committee of the Twelfth 


District. The program was arranged 
by Mrs. Harry E. Moore, chairman of 
Legislation of the Newton Centre 
Woman’s Club. 

Mrs. Hart exiflained. before intro- 
ducing the speakers, that the purpose 
this year of the Legislative commit- 
tee was to put bills which will come 
up before the session before the Clubs, 
and to get opinions from the Club 
members. In accordance with this 
plan, the following speakers ex- 
plained several important hills which 
are coming up in the near future: 
Mr. R. W. Bowdoin. secretary of the 
New England Council, a philanthropic 
organization of business men inter- 
ested In bettering economic condi- 
tions. spoke on the three hills which 
are to be submitted concerning the 
taxing of chain stores; Senator Fran- 
cis G. Prescott spoke on the “Pre- 
primary Convention”; Representative 
Mary Livermore Borrows talked on 
"Jury Service for Women": and Rep- 
resentative William F. Shanahan’s 
subject was "Compulsory Automobile 
Insurance.” 

Mr. Bowdoin was not in favor of 
taxation of the chain stores, pointing 
out that it would result in higher 
prices which would only impoverish 
the community. He maintained thqt 
economic laws should he treated as 
natural laws, — the laws should not he 
changed, but rather studied, and made 
to work for one, the only way nat- 
ural laws can be made to benefit hu- 
manity, and the only plausible way 
to trent economic or social ones. “We 
are,” he said, “facing the social con- 
sequences of economic growth, and 
to get to the base of the matter we 
must make these new economic laws, 
which have developed naturally, work 
for us.” New England, he pointed 
out. had fifty per cent of its popula- 
tion dependent upon the manufac- 
turer’s payroll, and the taxing of 
chain stores would he economically 
unsound, because of the great quant- 
ity of material which they buy from 
our own manufacturers. 

He produced statistics to show that 
by six chain stores nlone in New Eng- 
land. fifty-four million dollars worth 
of material was purchased last year, 
representing seventeen million dol- 
lars. at least. In payrolls. The argu- 
ment often used that chain stores are 
taking money out of New England 
does not hold water, he declared, ar- 
guing instead that the money saved 
by the purchaser who patronizes the 
chain stays in New England, ns well 
as all the money that the chain puts 
hack to the manufacturer, and that 
the manufacturer pays hack to the 
resident of New England in payrolls. 
Furthermore, the chain stores are not 
crowding out any hut the inefficient 
independent merchants, and with 
statistics he again pointed out that in 
the last ten years, within a thirty mile 
radius of Boston, the increase in in- 
dependent stores had been almost 
100% while that of the chain stores 
had been only 30%. 

Senator Prescott was in favor of 
the pre-convention primary as a 
means of decreasing the chances for 
unintelligent voting on the part of the 
public. 

Representative Barrows declared 
that women were in every way suited 
for Jury service, and were more quali- 
fied to judge cases immediately con- 
cerning women than were men. 
“Women are not crying for jury ser- 
vice.” she said. “It is jury service 
which is crying for women." 

Representative Shanahan was con- 
vinced that Compulsory Automobile 
Insurance was the only way to pro- 
tect the public, hut admitted that the 
laws still could he improved. 

Massachu- 
setts is to enjoy a tremendous revi- 
val of the picturesque custom of out- 
of-doors carolling, is the prediction 
of Mrs. Florence Harris Schroeder, of 
Needham, State chairman of Music 
for the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. In coopera- 
tion with Mrs. Walter H. Woods, of 
Brookline, State chairman of the Di- 
vision of War Veterans, the Music 
Division, headed by Mrs. Schroeder, 
has planned a statewide Christmas 
carolling program among Clubs and 
choruses. 

Mrs. May Fiske Hoffman, president 
of the Federation Choral Society, an- 
nounces a program of traditional 
Christmas carols, supplemented by a 
group of little-known Polish carols, 
to he sung on Beacon Hill, Boston, 
Christmas eve, led by George Sawyer 
Dunham. They will visit a number 
of shut-ins and elderly folks, and will 
he glad to make additional visits on 
request. 

The Somerville Woman’s Glee Club, 
Mrs. Lottie Griffin Stevens, conductor, 
will give an evening of carols and 
folk music of other lands, in costume, 
on the 23rd, at the Soldiers’ Home, 
Chelsea. 

The Glee Club of the Young Wo- 
man’s Club of Winthrop will sing 
carols at the Marine Hospital, on the 
22nd, under the direction of Mrs. T. 
G. Hetherington. 

The Swampscott Woman’s Club 
Choral Class, Mrs. Stephen R. Davis, 
chairman, will sing the same evening 
at Chelsea Navul Hospital, while in 
Bedford Mrs. Schroeder will direct 
her home chorus, the New Century 
Club of Needham, at the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Hospital.

A MERRY CHRISTMAS TO ALL tCt«t0CeftCtCtClC« 
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Financial Report Of The Relief 

Committee On Unemployment 

Work Being Supported By Generous Contributions From 
* Citizens — Nearly $50,000 Received 


Financial report of the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee for the fiscal year end- 
ing October 1. 1931, was made public 
today by Mayor Sinclair Weeks on 
receipt from the Chairman of the 
Committee, Leon R. Rogers. The re- 
port shows that the work of aiding un- 
employed men and women in Newton 
is well supported by generous contri- 
butions of citizens and carefully and 
wisely expended. 

Total receipts for the year amount- 
ed to $49, -184. -10 and the expenditures 
totalled $46,258.37, leaving a balance 
on hand of $3,083.56. The money was 
used principally for paying the wages 
of unemployed men doing labor work, 
for food and clothing distributed di- 
rectly and through the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau to needy families and for 
loans to so-called “White collar” men 
unable to find work of any kind. Mr. 
Leon R. Rogers, head of the commit- 
tee, and every one of his associates 
worked throughout the year without a 
single penny of salary and are still 
carrying on the work without com- 
pensation. The clerical employes in 
the Relief Committee offices were 
secured from the unemployed list, so 
that the organization functioned as a 
100% relief agency. The report, which 
covers the activities of the Committee 
from Nov. 5, 1930, to October 31, 1931, 
was audited by a firm of certified pub- 
lic accountants and found to be cor- 
rect in every detail. 

Loans were made to persons whom 
the committee felt would repay the 
money over a period of time. These 
loans are known to have saved many 
a home from being broken up. The 
total amount of "White-collar” loans 
amounted to $12,994.00 and this is one 
of the most satisfactory features of 
the Committee’s work. 

Because contributions of warm sec- 
ond-hand clothing were not sufficient 
to provide for the hundreds of needy 
children, especially during the colder 
days of last winter, the committee 
spent $2,532 for new clothing. This 
was distributed by the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau. Other second-hand gar- 
ments and shoes, given out by groups 
of women from representative Wom- 
en’s Clubs of the city, helped to make 
hundreds of youngsters comfortable. 

Soon after the committee was or- 
ganized, it was decided to distribute 
most* of relief through the Newton 
Welfare Bureau. This organization 
has the experience and the trained in- 
vestigators who know how to distrib- 
ute aid where it will do the most 
good. The Labor item was expended 
mostly for the cutting of wood from 
lots donated by private citizens and 
from the Boy Scout reservation at 
Nobscot, which was burned over two 
years ago. Through the Committee, 
approximately S50 to 900 cords of 
wood were delivered on orders issued 
from the Department of Public Wel- 
fare, the Newton Welfare Bureau, or 
the pastors of the various churches.

It is estimated that the wood so de- 
livered would have cost at least $18 a 
cord, so there is a potential saving to 
tlTe city of between $4,000 and $6,000. 
Besides the material saving, the Com- 
mittee was able to create jobs for 
from 25 to 35 family men with de- 
pendents, which made it unnecessary 
for them to obtain any relief through 
the city or private organizations.

Newton Minister 

Ends Pastorate

He has achieved 
notable success in writing and coach- 
ing pageants and dramatic produc- 
tions. Ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs of 
Newton in referring to Mr. Drummond 
says: 

I am glad to pay my tribute to Rev. 
Chester A. Drummond who at this 
Christmas season is about to sever 
his pastoral relationship with Chan- 
ning Church. For years he has filled 
an important place in our community. 
Not only has he been one of the most 
spiritually minded of the clergymen 
of our day. but also a loyal friend 
to all and a most public spirited citi- 
zen. 

The city of Newton will always 
be his debtor for the beautiful Ter- 
centenary Pageant which he wrote and 
directed two years ago. Those quali- 
fied to judge, pronounced it a master- 
piece for lines and lights.

Rev. Mr. Drummond has had a num- 
ber of invitations to preach at 
churches in other cities since he an- 
nounced his intention to resign from 
the pastorate he has held at the 
Channing Church. 


City To Petition 

State For Highway 


A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held last night 
by order of Mayor Weeks to petition 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
to lay out and take charge of Boylston 
street as a state highway from the 
Brookline to the Wellesley line. 

All twenty-one members of the Al- 
dermen were present together with 
the Mayor. City Solicitor, members of 
the Planning Board, and representa- 
tives of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works and the Attorney General’s 
office. 

It was unanimously voted by the al- 
dermen to present the petition and 
bids on this work will be asked for 
within the next couple of weeks by 
the state. Engineer Pillsburv of the 
Public Works department explained 
the construction of the Worcester 
Turnpike through this city and Mr. 
Lourie of the Attorney General’s staff 
assured the aldermen that the City 
will not surrender its rights to regu- 
late the speed of traffic over the high- 
way or its right to control the zoning 
along the highway. 


NO COLLECTIONS AND ADVERTIS- 
ING IN SCHOOLS 


The Newton School Committee re- 
fused a request from Marguerite 
Woodward and others that permis- 
sion be given to allow a collection 
to be taken up in the Newtonville 
public schools to finance a Christmas 
Tree festivity at Washington Park. 
Newtonville. The committee opined 
that to grant such a request would 
establish a dangerous precedent. 

The committee also turned down a 
request submitted by Mrs. Sinclair 
Weeks asking that posters be per- 
mitted in Newton school buildings ad- 
vertising plays to be presented at the 
Fine Arts Theater in Boston by the 
Junior League of that city. The com- 
mittee called attention to the fact 
that such advertising has not been 
permitted since the war. It was also 
mentioned that collections for the 
Near East Relief Fund and the restor- 
ation of the frigate “Constitution" 
were not allowed. 


Present Petition To Improve 

Newton School To Committee 

Nine Hundred Sign Request For Adequate Equipment At 
Bigelow School 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
a committee appeared representing 
residents of Wards 1 and 7. This 
committee presented a petition con- 
taining 900 signatures and asking that 
the Bigelow School at Newton be im- 
proved and added to so that it will 
he a junior high school in fact as 
well as in name. Other sections of 
the city have new junior high schools, 
excellently equipped and containing 
all modern facilities for complete jun- 
ior high school courses of study. But, 
the Bigelow School, an old building, 
erected as a grade school, with dark 
corridors and inadequately main- 
tained. provides accommodations only 
for pupils attending the 7th and 8th 
grades. Children in the 9th grade 
must travel to the High School at 
Newtonville. Last year a wing was 
built onto the school, the erection 
of which was supposed to convert the 
building into a real junior high struc- 
ture. This wing merely provides a 
gymnasium and locker room and the 
alleged Newton Corner junior high 
school continues to be only an apol- 
ogy for this type of modern public 
educational unit. In exterior appear- 
ance and interior appearance and 
equipment it is in sorry contrast with 
the Day. Warren and Weeks junior 
high schools. 

The committee which appeared to 
present the petition was comprised 
of Mrs. Ralph Patterson of Maple ave- 
nue. Newton; Mrs. C. B. Gleason of 
Watertown road and M. W. Dennison 
of Farlow road. The School Commit- 
tee voted to refer this matter to the 
1932 School Committee and requested 
Supt. of Schools Wheeler to prepare 
plans and specifications showing what 
changes and additions will be neces- 
sary at the Bigelow School to con- 
vert it into a real junior high. 

The matter of the Vocational 
School seeking work in printing, elec- 
trical and automotive work in compe- 
tition with Newton citizens engaged 
in these occupations was not dis- 
cussed by the School Committee. 

Considerable of the School Com- 
mittee's time at the meeting was 
taken up over a discussion concern- 
ing whether or not one young girl 
attending the Weeks junior high 
school shall take shower baths. Dr. 
Myron Barstow of Hammond street. 
Chestnut Hill, an osteopath, objects 
to his daughter. Dorothy, age 13. tak- 
ing shower baths after indulging in 
gymnasium exercises at the palatial 
new school at Newton Centre. It is 
a rule of the Newton School Depart- 
ment that all pupils must take a 
shower bath after participating in 
physical exercise in a school gymna- 
sium. Dr. Barstow contends that it 
may endanger a child’s health to take 
a shower bath after strenuous exer- 
cise. He believes it is better to have 
the child cool off normally. 

Supt. of Schools Wheeler told the 
committee that it is the practice in 
schools and gymnasiums for persons 
to take shower baths after exercising 
and that the medical profession be- 
lieves this practice beneficial to 
health. He added that Principal Carr 
of the Weeks School had ruled that 
if the Barstow girl will not take 
shower baths after attending the 
school gymnasium, she will not be 
permitted to attend the gymnasium 
classes. Dr. Barstow complained that 
a teacher at the Weeks School warned 
the Barstow child that if she does not 
attend the gymnasium classes she will 
lose credits that may prevent her 
from graduating and from attending 
college, after the girl had presented 
a physician’s certificate which stated 
that it is not advisable for the girl 
to take shower baths at the school. 
Supt. Wheeler dispelled this conten- 
tion by saying that a credit of but Uj 


point is allowed for physical training 
and that this can be easily made up 
on some other study, so that the 
girl’s chances of graduating and at- 
tending college will not be affected 
to any degree If she does not attend 
gymnasium classes. The School Com- 
mittee voted to leave the matter in 
the control of Supt. Wheeler. 

The committee turned down a pro- 
posal to have the city purchase the 
Church of the Good Shepherd at Wa- 
ban and alter it for use as a school 
building to relieve congestion at the 
Angler School. The School Commit- 
tee was of the opinion that the proxim- 
ity of the church building to Beacon 
street and the railroad tracks would 
make it unfit 'as a school building and 
that it would cost more to alter the 
building than to build a new struc- 
ture. It was also shown that this 
building is of wooden construction, a 
fire hazard and has inadequate light 
and ventilation for school purposes. 
An addition to the Angler School of a 
portable school there was suggested 
as the proper way to relieve the con- 
gestion. 

The other members of the School 
Committee voted to extend a vote of 
appreciation to Mrs. Maynard Hutch- 
inson and Joseph F. Lockett, members 
of the committee who ended 9 and 6 
years service at the meeting and who 
retire. Mr. Wheeler paid tribute to 
Supt. Wheeler and Secretary Kellar of 
the School Department.

ON THE RIGHT ROAD 

In its last issue the Banker & Tradesman published an 
extremely interesting symposium of business conditions in 
New England. The consensus of opinion from the leading 
cities of this section is greatly encouraging. “New England’s 
banking, financial, mercantile, and industrial foundations are 
secure, and New England is slowly but surely leading the way 
out of the depression.” Many business leaders have experi- 
enced unmistakable signs of improvement indicating that 
the corner has been turned. One of the outstanding and sig- 
nificant signs of emergence from the depression is the turning 
of the New England business mind to new thoughts and new 
ways. Here in Newton while there is a dominant spirit of 
optimism, this attitude is tempered with conservatism. The 
natural result of the times has been a tendency to economize 
and to withdraw savings. Recently savings deposits have 
exceeded withdrawals, which is an optimistic sign. Despite 
the trend to economize the business man notices a continued 
demand for service and quality. His greatest difficulties 
have been the slowing up of collections and low prices which 
ness. It is believed a proper advance in prices would help 
necessitate more sales to maintain the same volume of busi- 
to stimulate buying. The automobile dealer looks for better 
business after the first of the year. New models offerwig 
better value at lower prices and the desire to trade in used 
cars provide reasons for this opinion. Building has fallen off 
in Newton the past year about 20 per cent but recent sales 
of several large tracts of land for development is a hopeful 
sign for spring building. Inability of the builder to obtain 
construction mortgages and to use his second mortgage hold- 
ing as collateral have held building down. Home buyers are 
looking for opportunities and will no doubt buy as soon as 
there is tangible evidence to give them confidence in the im- 
mediate future. The unemployment situation in Newton for- 
tunately is not as serious a problem as in cities of more indus- 
trial nature. The chief difficulty here is with the “white 
collar” class. The Mayor’s Relief Committee is handling its 
job efficiently with the co-operation of financial aid from New- 
ton citizens. An early step toward economic recovery would 
be taken with the release of personal “frozen assets,” thus 
the increase of available cash resulting in speeding up of 
payment of bills.

Without being too critlcnl it seems 
that altogether too much time lias 
been consumed in laying the big water 
main on the short stretch of Pearl 
street. Newton, between Peabody and 
Centre streets. Making allowance for 
the ledge which was encountered, this 
work should not hnve taken the many 
weeks it has. Apart from the incon 
venience caused to residents on Pearl 
street during the months since the 
pipes first blocked the street and the 
many weeks since excavating w 
commenced, is the inconvenience 
•aused to the public by the closing 
of the street to traffic and the confu 
sion caused by the many Middlesex & 
Boston busses which have been routed 
through narrow Centre avenue and 
which obstruct Centre street at New 
ton Corner in their temporary term! 

Several stores near the corner 
of Centre and Pearl streets have lost 
much business because of the huge 
trench in front of their places which 
prevents customers from parking 
cars. One store which depends large- 
ly on Christmas business has been 
seriously affected. 

When work must be done on (or in) 
streets at a business section, every 
effort ought to be made by State and 
city officials to expedite such work. 
It is a serious matter to cause traffic 
delays for months. It is also a seri- 
ous matter to cause large financial 
losses to business people in such a 
time as this. 


NEWTON AUTO FATALITIES DECREASE 

Newton is one of one hundred and twelve cities and towns 
in the state which showed a decrease in the number of auto- 
mobile fatalities for the twelve months ending December first. 
Last year twelve deaths by automobile occurred in Newton 
and this year there were nine recorded. There were ninety- 
eight towns with no fatalities on the honor list as issued by 
the Governor’s Committee on Highway Safety. On the other 
side of the picture were thirty cities and towns that had a 
similar number of fatalities in each year and one hundred 
and fifteen that showed an increase this year over the pre- 
ceding twelve months. In the coming year we hope Newton 
can show a continued improvement. To do so requires the co- 
operation of every driver with safety measures, vigilance while 
driving and proper regard for the rights of others, pedes- 
trians particularly.

Many millions of dollars are taken 
from the people of this country to pay 
postmasters who know no more about 
postal business than we know about 
Einstein’s theory of relativity. What

No human 
mind can grasp or describe anything 
really great, just as no half pint can 
hold Lake Superior. 

You are dazed at first, as you stand, 
by the roar and rumble of the Horse- 
shoe Falls, masses of fearful w’eight 
tumbling, bellowing, never ceasing 
their awful power. 

Then reflection restores peace. You 
think, “All that roar i~ only so many 
separate drops falling. All that power 
means small drops, going the same 
way. What could human drops do, if 
they went the same way, worked to- 
gether and combined forces?”

It Gets Them Somehow 

I never thought for a moment that 
the great and famous bridge tourna 
ment in New York would make trou- 
ble for anybody. I considered it _ 
blessing for I felt certain that a Na- 
tion that could suspend worries and 
vexations long enough to argue over 
a feiv hands of contract bridge W’as 
never going to the dogs. It is still 
my claim that the w’liole business is 
good for us and if we didn't know 
things about the game we should 
have known then we learnt consider- 
able. The big daily newspapers helped 
a lot by spreading the reports of the 
sessions over several columns just as 
if they had been a crime or a divorce 
trial. 

Frankly I dodged my friends who 
were Interested because I am not a 
bridge player and don’t even dally 
w’lth cards. That is my misfortune 
and yet I don’t like to be reminded 
of it. If I am asked my opinion about 
this or that thing that happened in 
the big tournament I cannot make 
reply because it’s all Greek to me. 
A good bridge enthusiast will not per- 
mit me to escape with a mere confes- 
sion of ignorance. He will say, 
"What, you don’t play bridge. Well, 
what kind of a man are you?” It 
Is disquieting, at least, and I am up- 
set for the rest of the day. How’ever, 

I am under obligation to nobody to 
play bridge and cannot be punished if 
I decline. 

Therefore, it w’as not myself to 
whom I referred w’hen I said that I 
did not think the tournament in New 
York would cause trouble for some 
people. I referred to two individuals 
who confided in me the fact that the 
tournament had them almost mental- 
ly cracked-up. One w’as a young wo- 
man secretary. She said her em- 
ployer talked of nothing else and that 
while she played bridge for the fun 
of it she never w’ent at it as if her 
life, or rather her job depended upon 
it. At least, not until the present. 
Nevertheless, she had to read every- 
thing in the papers about the Cul- 
bertsons, Lenz and Jacoby or suffer 
the consequences of criticism by an 
unreasonable employer. 

The other case w’as that of a sales- 
man. He might play a game of hearts, 
old maid and (keep this quiet, please) 
poker, hut contract bridge w’as aw’ay 
over his head. Nevertheless he found 
customers who wanted to talk of the 
tournament and get his view’s. From 
what he told me I suspect that he 
was doing an intellectual side-step 
from the minute he started out in 
the morning until after his last call 
for the day. He would be questioned 
by customers and. father than appear 
dumb, make some kind of a reply. 
He thinks he got liy without anybody 
discovering he knew nothing of 
bridge. Still, he is taking no chance 
for the future and intends to learn 
about contract bridge as soon as the 
Christmas holidays are over.

Standing in Line 

Money w r as not the only thing of 
which many ran short this Christmas. 
If your supply of patience did not 
dwindle considerably it w’as because 
you didn’t have to stand in line at 
the parcel post window’ in the post- 
office. And by that I mean any post- 
office in any city or tow’n in the coun- 
try. Personally I completed an en- 
durance record this year, although I 
thought I was timely and believed I 
had obeyed the command, “Mail 
Early.” 

How’ever, I am not going to dis- 
course upon my own experiences for 
I survived and feel the better for it. 
Probably I needed a little discipline 
and being forced to wait and wait W’as 
no doubt good for me. Let it be said 
at this point that you cannot put any 
blame on the local postoffice officials 
or their subordinates. Each office is 
assigned a stated number of clerks 
and carriers and if the force is not 
sufficiently large the blame attaches 
to those directly responsible. In 
other words Washington and the Bos- 
ton central postofflee hand us the kind 
of service they feel is coming to us 
and we may take it or leave it. 

You must agree with me that the 
desire of a lot people to have insur- 
ance placed on their packages result- 
ed in much delay. It is always safe 
to take out insurance, I’ll admit, and 
yet I never could understand why a 
parcel post system that was any good 
ut all couldn’t deliver packages with- 
out suggesting insurance. It has al- 
ways struck me as an admission of 
weakness. But let’s take up the less 
complex features of waiting in line. 

I was one of those with bundles 
and stood about five or six from the 
window. Two young women, with at 
least 15 bundles, all requiring insur- 
ance, caused a blockade. The line 
behind me became longer and longer. 
We thought the two young women 
would never finish their transaction. 
As i glanced back i saw a pleasant 
faced old lady who accepted her fute 
with a smile. And yet she wasn’t 
going to have anything put over on 
her as I discovered. 

One of those important young men, 
snuppily dressed and all that sort 
of thing, hurried In from the street. 
Instead of taking his pluce as ho 
should at the end of the human string, 
he brushed into the middle, planning, 
no doubt, to suve himself at least a 
15 or 20 minutes’ wait. 

The young man found his nerve 
shattered by the nice old lady. Sim 
It wus who promptly said, "You’ll 
have to go to the end of the line.” 
It startled the young man and he di4 
not move at once. Thereupon the lit- 
tle old lady took him by the arm and 
gently shoved him towards the proper 
place. The rest of the crowd laughed. 
Justice will prevuil, If we leuvo it to 
the women. 


Well-earned Reward 

Pass this along to the young folks 
or to any who may not yet have 
learned that hard work does count for 
something. It Is easy to preach but 
sometimes difficult to prove your ut- 
terances. Therefore, when a shining 
example of an oft-repeated truth ap- 
pears you should seize it as worth 
while. The reason I have taken this 
opportunity to discuss one of those 
serious things of life is because I 
have been tremendously impressed. 
Won’t you see if you don’t agree with 
me when I tell you that after all in- 
dustry does bring its reward and can 
overcome that greatest obstacle of all 
political influence. 

You probably have read in the dally 
newspapers that the Governor has re- 
appointed State Bank Commissioner 
Arthur Guy. A bit of political history 
is necessary to make clear my point. 
Mr. Guy was appointed after Former 
Governor Allen had been defeated for 
-election. Mr. Guy, a member of 
the State Division of Banks since 1913 
and Assistant Bank Commissioner for 
several years, was to serve an unex- 
pired term of a few months. It seemed 
that he could not expect to be reap- 
pointed inasmuch as he had been 
chosen by a Republican Governor and 
the matter of reappointment was in 
the hands of a Democratic Governor. 

Mr. Guy took offlee in the midst of 
impending troubles among certain 
hanks. His job was not an easy one. 
Then came more hanking difficulties 
and his work increased. It reached 
a point where Mr. Guy felt it neces- 
sary to remain at the office from early 
morning until far into the night. There 
were nights when lie stayed all night, 
catching what little sleep he could 
in his private offlee. 

It was a well known fact that Mr. 
Guy was working unceasingly for the 
State. Nevertheless many Demo- 
cratic politicians demanded that he 
be removed. The pressure to replace 
him was brought upon Governor Ely. 
Mr. Guy’s term expired last April 
but he was held over because of the 
hanking situation. Those interested 
thought that he would be retained as 
long as necessary and after that suc- 
ceeded by one of the many Democrats 
looking for the place. But they reck- 
oned without a knowledge of the Gov- 
ernor’s appreciation of Mr. Guy’s in- 
dustry. Not only did the Governor 
see fit to reappoint Mr. Guy last 
week but also to praise him for his 
conscientious and untiring labors. The 
appointment was promptly confirmed 
by the Executive Council and the 
services of an able and hard-work- 
ing State official have been retained. 
All of which is to the benefit of the 
citizens of the Commonwealth.

Finds Throw Light on 

Ancient Syrian People 

A scientific mission In southern 
Syria under Dr. F. A. Schaeffer has 
completed Its third year of excavation 
nt lias Slmmrn. Doctor Schaeffer, 
who n few years ago discovered tab- 
lets which were found to compose the 
world's earliest dictionary in unknown 
languages, says the new finds are ns 
Important. Among them are additions 
to the stone-carved library found In 
previous yenrs, more tnhlets Inscribed 
with dictionaries of mysterious 
tongues, nnd wlmt are believed to bo 
some of mnn’s enrllest efforts at llter- 
ture. 

In nddltlon to these treasures of the 
world’s enrllest literature and writing, 
the mission discovered many jewels of 
gold nnd silver with representations of 
the goddess Astnrte, executed In relief. 
Among these nrticles Is a primitive van- 
ity box, containing nil the necessities 
for feminine beautification, which Is 
believed hy the discoverers to have 
been mnde In the Fourteenth century 
B. C. This probably belonged to n 
priestess or princess. It contnlns smnll 
vases for lotions, boxes for cosmetics, 
nnd implements of terra cottn, alabas- 
ter and Ivory. 


Iron Age Relics Give 

Thrill to Antiquarians 

Excnvntions nenr Schonbeck, by 
Danzig, have brought to light a stone- 
lined grave dating from the early Iron 
age, between 800 nnd 700 B. C. It 
contained a number of burled urns, one 
of which was enrved to represent a 
face nnd had an iron ring In one ear. 

Some time ago nineteen urns were 
found In three graves at the same 
place, containing incinerated bones and 
smnll blue glass heads. These finds 
are further proof that the Danzig ter- 
ritory, West Prussia, eastern Pom- 
erania, Posen nnd parts of Silesia were 
occupied In prehistoric times by an 
East Germnnic race. 

Another Important find, mnde nenr 
Judschen, in the East Prussinn district 
of Insterburg, is a stone whirl of a 
spindle, hearing n number of hitherto 
unknown characters. It has never 
been possible to establish whether the 
ancient “Pruzzi" (Porussi, Borussi) the 
forerunners of the Prussians hnd a 
written innguage, but the possibility 
exists that this find may solve the 
problem. 


Making Church Attractive 

Deciding that tlii's is an age of 
color and that there is no valid rea- 
son why a church Interior should be 
drab and ugly, the vicar of St. John’s, 
Newington, a pnrish at Hull, England, 
hnd the church redecorated. When 
parishioners attended the re-opening 
services they saw apple green pews, 
black choir stalls, orange carpets, 
floodlighted chancel blazing in Ver- 
million, gold and white, gray pillars, 
arches and ceilings of the nnve white 
with green rnftei's to match the pews. 
The scheme cost nearly $3f>,000. The 
vicar said: "The church hns too long 
been content with bad music and 
stodgy, gloomy coloring. This hns 
given young people the Idea that re- 
ligion is fusty nnd dull. Surely our 
churches should proclaim something 
of tiie Joy of worship.” 


“The Sun Drawing Water” 

The sun dot's not draw water. The 
beams of sunlight appearing ns 
streaks running from the sun toward 
the horizon are made visible through 
the illumination of dust and other par- 
ticles in the atmosphere. Meteorolog- 
ists call the phenomenon crepuscular 
rays. A similar phenomenon i's pro- 
duced on a small scale when a beam 
of sunlight shines into a room in which 
the air is dusty. But there is some 
truth in the belief that ‘the sun draw- 
ing water” may be a portent of ap- 
proaching wet weather, for the phen- 
omenon would not be well defined if It 
were not for the presence of dense 
clouds nnd haze resulting from a con- 
siderable amount of moisture in the 
atmosphere. 


Colonial Architecture 

When speaking of Colonial buildings, 
none should he included of a date la- 
ter than 1770. In New England most 
of the buildings of Coloninl times were 
of wood and were built by enrpenters 
who were also shipbuilders. These 
artisans developed a style that had a 
flavor of Its own and differed In many 
respects as to detail from that done 
In New York, where the settlers had a 
Dutch background, which was different 
from the English background of New 
England. The Colonial style of Penn- 
sylvania Is characterized by sturdiness 
and solidity. Most of the buildings 
were of brick or stone, and the detail 
was not so delicate as that of New 
England.

Now is the time 
to check up on 
your eating 
habits. Lot us 
review the rules 
for a balanced 
diet. Of course, 
it is understood 
that such rules 
are only for the normal person 
and not for tho person who is 
obliged to tollow a special diet. 

1. Allow one Quart of milk a day 

for each child and one pint for 
each adult. 

2. Serve meat only once each day 

— substitute fish, coys, milk 
or cheese. 

3. Allow two servings of some veg- 

etable other than potato each 
day. 

•j. Serve a leafy vegetable at least 
once a day. 

3. Drink plenty of water (2 quarts ) 
daily. 

0. Let children have fruits, rais- 
ins, dates and figs, in place of 
candy. 

7. Serve fresh fruit at least four 
times a week and some kind 
of fruit at least twice a day. 

Such rules as these are based 
on good common sense and scien- 
tific research. It is necessary to 
have your diet well balanced to get 
the proper amount of protein, iron 
and vitamins, to keep your body 
in perfect woiidng order. 

The following chart on vitamins 
may prove helpful to you: 

Vitamin A — Found in dairy prod- 
ucts, eggs, green vegetables, 
yellow vegetables, such as car- 
rots and yellow corn. This 
vitamin is needed to help pre- 
vent colds, to promote growth 
of children and to prevent cer- 
tain eye diseases. 

Vitamin Jl and F — Found in cere- 
als, liver, yeast, lettuce, raw 
peanuts. These vitamins are 
needed to prevent nervous dis- 
orders, to improve appetites, 
and to aid growth of babies. 
Vitamin D — Found in liver and 
cod-liver oil, egg yolk, sun- 
shine. This vitamin is needed 
to aid bone growth, to prevent 
rickets and tooth decay, and 
to aid the clotting of blood, 
j Vitamin C — Found in citrus 
fruits, raw cabbage and sauer- 
kraut, tomatoes, lettuce, raw 


spinach, green poppers. This 
vitamin is needed to maintain 
healthy conditions in the blood 
capillaries and to prevent 
scurvy. 

Vitamin E — Found in vegetable 
oil, fresh meat, animal fat, 
fresh lettuce. This vitamin Is 
needed to aid the life and 
growth of babies before birth. 
Vitamin G — Found in fresh or 
evaporated milk, liver, green 
vegetables, bananas, yeasL 
This vitamin is needed to pre- 
vent many skin diseases. 

The following recipes will lit 
nicely into your New Year’s reso- 
lution for greater health during 
1932: 

Rosy Apples 

C firm apples 

1 cu*. sugar 

1 cup boiling water 

2 tablespoons cinnamon 

candles i 

% teaspoon salt 

Wash, pare, and core the ap- 
ples. Put sugar, water, cinna- 
mon candies, and salt in sauce- 
pan, and heat to boiling point. 
Add whole apples, cover pan and 
place in oven. Cook 10 minutes. 
Remove the cover and turn over 
each apple. Replace cover and 
cook 10 minutes longer or until 
tender. Place on plate and put 
pan containing apple syrup over 
burner. Cook slowly until jelly is 
formed. Pour jelly in cavities. 
Cool and chill. This recipe serves 
six persons. 

Caramel Custard 
% cup sugar 

4 cups crtilded milk 

5 egjs 

% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Put sugar In frying pan and 
stir constantly over flame until 
melted to a syrup of light brown 
color. Add very carefully to milk. 
As soon as the sugar is melted in 
milk, add mixture gradually to 
eggi suglitly : eaten, add salt and 
flavoring, then strain into buttered 
mold. Bake 40 minutes at 325° 
Chill and serve with Caramel 
Sauce. This recipe serves six per- 
sons.

Billions cf Dweller* 

in the Ocean’* Depths 

Only 115 kinds of fish were known 
to the great naturalist and philosopher, 
Aristotle, whilst Pliny, who lived a 
good deal Inter, knew 17(1, and thought 
that there could not well lie more. To- 
day more than 20,000 kinds of fishes 
ore known, and new species are dis- 
covered at the rnte of about a hun- 
dred every year. We nre finding out, 
too, new facts of the most shrprlslng 
kind about fish that have been known 
to man since, the earliest ages. 

Few realize the teeming population 
of the seas. Did you know that the 
Atlantic alone yields every year 400,- 
000,000 cod and 3.000.000.000 herring! 
This means that the number of herring 
caught each year Is considerably grent- 
pr than that of the human population 
of the world. Yet there Is no sign that 
their numbers nre decreasing, despite 
the war waged upon them. 

Nor Is man the grentest of the 
herring’s foes, lie Is probably among 
the least dangerous of tholr enemies. 
The herring is a food fish. Its busi- 
ness is to feed upon the minute nni- 
mnis and vegetables that float near 
the surface of the sea. and, hy means 
of these, to convert Its own body into 
food for larger fish. Salmon, hnke, 
dogfish, and tunny, to mention a few, 
all live upon herrings, and a single 
one of such fish nmy require ns many 
ns forty or fifty herrings to provide 
a day’s meals. — London Tit-Bits.

Two unchnrted islands nppenr off 
the const of Brazil, the product of a 
sub-oceanic volcano and the property 
of whoever claims them first.
